I. Character of the season—During the month under review the rain- 
fall for the whole month was in defect of the Hoxiyel in all the districts. 
The usual rainfall statement is appended. 


Il, Progress of agricultural operations—Ploughing for winter rice 
and weeding for aws paddy and jute were nearly finished. Sowing of winter 
rice was continued. Transplantation commenced in places. 


III. State’ af standing crops—The standing crops suffered to some 
extent owing to the deficient rainfall. 


IV. The prospects and probable outturn.—The prospects of aws paddy 
and jute in the Western Bengal districts were slightly better than those ia 
the Eastern Bengal districts. A fairly good outturn of these crops was 
expected so far as the whole province was concerned. 


* -V. Damage to standing crops.—No damage was caused to the standing 


crops during the month by insect-pests, floods or any other natural causes. 


VI. Condition of agricultural stock—The condition of agricultural 
stock was fair. Cattle-disease was found to be prevalent in Nadia, Murshid- 
abad, Khulna, Bankura, Hooghly, Dinajpur, Darjeeling, Rangpur, Malda, 
Cooch Behar, Mymensingh, Bakarganj, Noakhali and Chittagong Hill Tracts. 
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VIL. Failure of pasturage and fodder—The scarcity of fodder was 
reported from parts of Midnapore and Tippera only. 


“ VIUL. Prices of food-grains.—During the second fortnight of the month 
under review the prices of common rice rose in ten districts, fell in five, and 
remained stationary in the rest, It varied from 6 seers il chitaks per rupee 
at Dacca to 9 seers a rupee at Bankura. .

_| FIFTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT OF THE GOVERN- 


MENT CINCHONA PLANTATIONS AND FACTORY 
IN BENGAL FOR THE YEAR 1913-14. 


1. General:—In last year's “report some reference was made to the 
conference between the Java planters and the European quinine manu- 
facturers and bark importers. At that time negoviations were still being 
catried on with a view toa settlement of the long-outstanding differences 
bet weer these bodies. We havemow to report these differences settled and 
the quinine ring an established fact. The effect of ghis agreement may be far- 
reaching, Already, after less than a year's working, tie for bark has 
risen from the minimum 5 cents imposed to 6°20 Dutch @ents per unit and 
there is évery likelihood. according to latest advices, of a further rise, This 
has had the éffect of nearly doubling the price of quinine within the last three 
years and has at once made the production of the alkaloid a profitable concern. 
The agreement would appear to be working smoothly and already there are 
hints that it will be ratified at the end of the contract periods nor is the’ 
world’s production any in excess of the growing market's demand, Unless, 
unforeseen cireumstanees such as the displacement of quinine by other drugs 
or increased acreages pointing to greatly-increased production ensue, we may 
take it that quinine will remaln at its present high level for some time 
to come. 

Within the department the policy of extension continues, and the ensuing 
year will mark the period when the factory relies entirely on the home-grown 
product. ‘That the Bengal plantations can meet the strain there is little 
redson to doubt. 

The present year initiates a new mathod of keeping plantation and 

* factory statements and accounts. 

2. Weather.—Throughout the year climati¢ conditions have been faivéune 
able on both plantations.

# Edyeational conferences held im 1907 and 1908, The two main questions 
Art Giscusem at these conferences were,: (1) the institution of a title examination 
for rasa students in literature, law and theology similar to the Sanskrit 

title examination ; and (2) the revision of the course of studies with a 

“ » view to enable madraga students to acquire such a knowledge of English 

as would fit them for Government service and other profitable employment. 


Thése conferences devoted a considerable amount of attention to the question 
‘whether English should be made a compulsory subject in madrasas—a , 


matter on which there was great diversity,of opinion. The proposal was 
Itimately negatived ; but the Muhammadans of Eastern Bengal were 
eretnselly unanimous in supporting it. 

6. In 1909-10, a conferenge, representative of Muhammadan_ opinion 
in Eastern Bengal, was held in Dacca to consider the proceedings of 
Mr. Earle’s conference of the previous year. After appointing sub-

8. These revised proposals were under the consideration of the Govern- 
des of Eastern Bengal and Assam at the time of the redistribution of 
territories ; and, before any further progress had been made, the Govern- 
ment of India’ announced. their intention of establishing a residential 
university at Dacea, Ther committee appointed by the Government of 
Bengal to frame a scheme for the new university decided to adopt the 
suggestion of the Government of India that a department of Islamic studies 
should be included in the new university, and appointed the following 
gentlemen as a sub-committee to work out details :— ‘

As the university course must necessarily be an extension of the course 
followed in the madrasas, the sub-committee had to take into consideration 
the madrasa curriculum. ‘They took as a starting-point the proposals made 
by the Dacea Madrasa Conference of March 1912. These proposals con- 
templated a Junior Department with seven classes and a Senior Department 
with five. ‘The sub-committee reduced the number of classes t/ 6 and 4 
respectively ; they approvel generally the syllabus for the lower classes and 
worked out a detailed syllabus for the upper classes. The whole question 
was further examined in March 1913 at an informal conference over 
which’ Mr. Nathan presided, and some slight modifications were made in the 
text-books prescribed for the Junior Department. The courses of study, 
as finally recommended, together with the text-books to be prescribed, 
are given in fall in Appendices I and II to this Resolution. They 
comprise instruction in the Koran, Urdu, Bengali, arithmetic, geography, 
history, English, Arabic, drawing, and handwork and drill. In the senior 
classes attention is concentrated on Arabic, English and mathematics. 

9. The Governor in Conneil is satisfied that tho syllabus of studies 
drawn up by experts in consultation with the leaders of the Muhammadan ’ 
community is well calculated to serve the highest interest of that community. 
His Excellency in Council has, accordingly, decided to adopt this syllabus for 
all Government madrasas except the Caleutta Madrasa. The courses of 
study are set out in detail in Appendices I and Il, and the staff required to 
teach them in Appendix III. While not absolutely debarring from Govern- 
ment aid such institutions as adhere tothe orthodox course, the Governor in 
Countil will in fature give preference to those that adopt the new course 
ane entertain a staff on the s¢ale prescribed. 

10. From one goint of view the reformed madrasa course may be 
Wapasiden! as ‘preparatory, to the Islamic studies of the Dacca University ; it is, 
however, complete in itself, and students who wish to pass from a madrasa 
to any university course other than that of Islamic studies will not find 
themselves i nopslasely handicapped by reason of their lack of eee of 
ae subjects. 

The two outstanding features of this course are— 

i the omission of Persian ; and. 
“ ¢ the inclusion of English. as a compulsory subject. 


With h regard to the first iof these points, the Governor in Council. fully 
realizes that 50 years ago a Muhammadan in Bengal with “mo knowledge 
















‘ 
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of Persian would not-have been nted an educated gentleman ; but he 

is informed that even the nt fre advocate of Persian now pre e 
nizes how utterly opposed to sound yeducational principles it is to 
attempt to make a boy learn five languages during his school career’, And 
yet there is something to-be said for the study by a Muhammadan ‘schoolboy 
jn Bongal of-cach of tHe following languages. viz., Bengali, Urdu, English, 
Arabic and Persian. A knowledge of Bengali is obviously indispensable ; 
without at least a good working knowledge of English a Muhammadan cannot 
hope to make his way in the world ; Urdu is, as it were, a link between the 
Muhammadans of Bengal and those of other parts of India; Arabic is the 
language, of Islam. Between Persian and Urdu there is a close affinity, and 
during the last ‘50 years a great development has taken place in Urdu 
literature. The Governor in Council believes that Urdu, if properly taught, 
will contribute as much to the culture of Muhammadans at the present day 
as Persian did some 50 years ago, Under the circumstances His Excellency 
in Council has decided. not without regret, to omit Persian from the school 
course ; and he notices that even Mr. Harle's conference, which was inclined 
to be conservative, made Persian optional with English. 

11. Details of the staff required to teach the reformed madrasa course 
and of the salaries payable are given in Appendix ITI. 

For the Senior Government Madrasas at Dacca, Chittagong and 
Hooghly fourteen teachers are provided at a coat. of Rs, 1,540.a month, 
erg Rs. 180 for contingencies, the total monthly expenditure will be 

8. 1,720. 

For the Government Junior Madrasa at Rajshahi a staff of eight 
teachers will. be employed; and the monthly. cost, inolusive of Rei.15 for 
contingencies, will be Rs. 205. 

Senior aided madrasas will be required to employ a. staff of thirteen 
teachers at a cost of Rs. 720 a month and to provide Rs, 55 a month for ~ 

. eontingencfes. The total expenditure will thus be Rs. 775 a month. 

For an aided junior madrasa working under the reformed scheme a 
staff of eight teachers is considered sufficient ; and the scale of expenditure, 
including Rs. 15 a month for contingencies, is fixed at Rs. 205 a month, 

12. The Governor in Council desires, however,: that the new scheme 
should be brought in gradually. The revised curriculum cannot, at the 
outset, be introduced with advantage into any class above class III; hence 

.the complete introduction of the junior course will’ cover a period of 
four years, and the senior course cannot be begun until after the lapse of 
this period. ‘I'he full staff detailed in Appendix HI will, therefore, not be 
required immediately ; but the Governor in Council is of opinion that qualified 
Superintendents should be appointed af once for all aided madrasas which 
‘intend to adopt this course and to apply for Government aid, These. institu- 
tions should be inspected*by the Special Muhammadan Inspecting Officers, 
and a definite scheme should be drawn up for their development. Pending 
the introduction of the full scheme a: proportionate grant will be given b: 
Government to each institution which takes steps to adopt the tonal 
course. 

13. The Governor in Council has decided to assign special funds out 
of which these madrasas may be assisted by liberal grants: The case of 
each madrasa will be considered independently and on its own merits, 
Int the Government grant will not usually exceed balf the total working 
cost of the institution ; for special reasons, however, the Governor in Council 
will be prepared to make an exception to this principle. 

14, Madrasas adopting the revised curriculum will in due course 
cease to take the examinations which are now conducted by the Central 
Board of Examiners for Bengal Madrasas. At the end of the junior course 
an examination will be held, on the results of which promotion from the 








* 






Junior to the’Senior Department will be decided and scholarships tenable in. 


‘the Senior Department will also be awarded. At the end of class X a special 
Matriculation examination will be conducted by a Board appointed for the 
purpose. It will, however, be eight-years before there are any candidates for. 
this examination ; in the meanwhile examinations for madrasa students will 
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continue to be conducted by the Cen Board of Examiners, Bengal 
Madrasas. 

15. It has been stated that the Muliammadans are alive to the fact that 
their community needs real scholars versed in the lore of Islam. Bearing * 
this need in mind, the Governor in Council has decided that one Government 
Madrasa in the Presidency of Bengal-shall continue to teach the orthodox 
course, without English, or with English as an optional subject. Opinions 
have been collected as to which Madrasa should retain the old course, and 
they -almost all point to the Caleutta Madrasa as the one in which the 
orthodox course should be maintained. It has therefore been decided that 
the reformed course as described above shall not be adopted in the Calcutta 
Madrasa.. A separate and independent scheme for the improvement of this 
institution is being developed; and it is hoped that under this scheme the 
reputation of this historical institution will be maintained, and that it will 
produce scholars whose profound learning and high character will command 
the respect not only of their community but also of the public generally. 

16. The Governor in Council considers it desirable to give at least six 
months’ notice before the new courses are introduced, and has, accordingly, 
decided that the new scheme shall be brought into operation in Government 
and aided madrasas from the 1st of April 1915. 

Ordered that this Resolution and the Revised Syllabus for Madrasas 
be published for general information. °

Character of ‘seasin.—Lhore was a scarcity of ‘rain at the time of 
sowing in Rajshahi, Bogra and Dacea ; but invall otheramportant tel growing” 
districts favourable weather prevailed during that period. In May excessive 
rain fell throughout the province which interfered with ‘the weeding opera- 
tions, impeded be growth of the crop and also damaged it to some extent. 
Some damage was also done by insects in Pabna. The ‘character of the season 
was on thé: whole ‘unfavourable. The ontturn lias fallen below the normal 

severywhere exoepting Bankura, Birbhum, Malda and.Chittagong where the 
crop is grown ouly on a small scale. 

Area Sown.—The total area sown with the crop is estimated at 219,300 
acres against 185,200 acres of last year. ‘The increase is chiefly due to more 
careful estimates made in the Jamalpur subdivision of- the Mymensingh 
district. 

Outturn.—According to the estimates of the district officers the outturn 
of aa? for the Province comes to 71 per cent, against 76 per cent. of last. 
yetr. Taking the normal yield per acre to be 4 maunds, the gross outtarn 
‘of the Province amounts to 24,300 tons against 22,000 tons of last year.

As this is the last Report under Act VI 
of 1882, it would have been useful if some information were given under 
these heads. T have called for it, and shall submit it on receipt, rather than 
delay this report much beyond the due date. 
2. The outstanding events of the year under review are :— 

(i) Legislation undertaken to thoroughly revise the Indian Companies 
‘Act, VI of 1882, which has since ‘been replaced by the Indian’ 
Companies Act, VII of 1918, which came into force from 1st 
April 1914. 

(ii) Appointment of a separate wholo-time officer to administer the new 
Companies Act, the work being taken from the Registrar of 
Assurances, Calcutta. 











Ws it was expected that the new Companiés Act would considerably 
Mindrease the duties and responsibilities of the Registrar in, addition to work 
which had already been undertaken under the Provident Insurance Societies 
and Life Assurance Acts, V and VI of 1912, the Local Government decided 
to recommend to the Government of India that the work should be taken from 
tho Registrar of Assurances and a whole-time officer appointed for discharg- 
ing these important functiong. The sanction of the Goyeriment of India to 
this proposal was received shortly before the close of the year 1913-14 and a 
whole-time officer with a suitable establishment has been ‘appointed from 
Ist April 1914. Mr. F, R. Corson, who is the officer so appointed, has sub- 
mitted this report through the Inspector General of Registration--a practice 
which obtained when the Registrar of. Assurances. Caleutta, was also the 
Registrar of Joint Stock Companies. 1 would suggest that he be asked'to 
submit future reports direct to Government, as he is directly wnder the 
Financial Department. *

Resolution from the’ Goverament of India, ‘Department of Commerce and Industry, No, 6305— 
6323221, slated the 26th July 1914, 


‘Tux excise policy of Government in India has’ been so often attacked and 
defended that there should be no room for doubt as to the essential principles 
that underlie that policy. The recant Temperance Deputation to the Secre- 
tary of, State in London and the similar Deputation to His Excellency the 
Viceroy in Calcutta, however, afford a useful opportunity for reviewing the 
declarations of excise policy made by Government from time to time and of 
showing that while divergent circumstances in different parts of the country 
may make it necessary to attain to the desired end by different excise 
methods there has never been any hesitation as to the end that is desired or 
the principles that must underlie every excise measure. 

2. The first pronouncement on the subject. was made more than a 
quarter of a century ago by the Secretary of State in connection with a debate 
in the House of Commons, The principles which were then held to be the 
basis of correct excise policy in India were— ef ; 


(i) that any extension of the habit of drinkin, should be discouraged 3 

_ (ii) that taxation should be as high as perisn without, encouraging 
illict manufacture or vend ; 

(iii) that subject to these considerations, a maximum revenue should be 
raised from a minimum consumption of intoxicating liquors. 


3. The Government.of India made an exhaustite examination of the 
charges then made against the Indian excise administration, and in their 
dospatch to the Secretary of State showed that the principles by which the 
Revenue officers were in fact guided in excise matters were— Kd AND 


(i) that the taxation of spirituots and intoxicating liquors and drugs 

should be high, and in s6me cases as high as it is possible to 

enforce ; 

(ii) that the traffic in liquor and drags should be conducted under suit- 
able regulations for police purposes ; 

(iii) that the number of places for the sale of liquor and drags should 
be strictly limited with regard to the circumstances of the local- 






ity; 
(iv) that efforts should be made to ascertain the existence of local 
public sentiment and that a reasonable amount of deference 
should be paid to such opinion when ascertained. 


Tt was at the same time definitely stated that in the opinion of the 
Goverment: of India the total prohibition of the consumption of stimulants in —— 
India, even if desirable, was impracticable. Fe 

4, These pineiples were reaffirmed in 1904 in a letter from the 

mt of India to the Local Government when the Government of 
that they were fully alive to the evil consequences of drinking in 











excess and that the raising of revenue had never beon set forth asa primary 
object of excise administration. They again desired that it should be 
i impressed upon all officers who administered the excise laws that the growth 
of excise revenue was to be regarded as satisfactory only when it resulted 
from the substitution of licit for illicit manufacture and sale, ang not, froma 

_ general increase of consumption. Khas 
5. In the following year in appointing the Indian Excise Committee the 
Government of India again emphasised their policy. The Resolution dis- 
closed that the Government of India have no desire to interfere with the habits 
of those who use alcohol in moderation ; this is regarded as outside the duty 
of Government and it is necessary to make due provision for the needs of 
such persons. he settled policy of Government is to minimise temptation 
to those who do not drink and to discourage excess amongst those who do ; 
| and to the furtherance of this policy all considerations of revenue must be 
absolutely subordinated. The most effective method of furthering this policy 
is to make the tax upon liquor as high as it is possible to raise it without 
stimulating illicit production to a degree which would increase instead of 
diminishing the total consumption, and. without driving people to substitute 
drugs for aleohol or a more for a less harmful form of liquor. Subject to the 
et same considerations, the number of liquor shops should be restricted as far as 
possible and their location should be periodically subject to strict examination 
with a view to minimise the temptation to drink and to conform as far as.is 
reasonable to public opinion. It is also important to secdre that the liquor 
which is offered for sale is of good quality and not necessarily injurious .to 

health. 
6. Ina recent Resolution the Government of India have indicated: the 
general measures which should be adopted to carry out this policy as 
follows j— 


(i) every effort should be made to suppress illicit methods of all kinds ; 

(#7) in order to eftect this, the excise staff should be utilised in direo- 
tions calculated to maintain the closest supervision over the 
liquor and drug traffic ; 

(di) 80 far as is possible, without unduly encouraging illicit methods, 
consumption should be discouraged— . 


(a) by the levy- of as high a rate of duty as is possible, 
tile into aodount the epecial ‘conditicers of the:luentiee 
(6) by reducing, as far as possible and with due regard to 
; legitimate requirements, the number of retail shops 
for the sale of liquor and drugs ; 
(c) by regulating and closely supervising the hour§ of sale, the 
selection. of sites and the general practices adopted. in 
manufactue and vend. 


. (i) Advisory committees should bo appointed where possible, and 
effect should be given to their recommendations in so far as 
they are consistent with the general principles laid down. 





7. The. principles. thus consistently laid down have been fully accepted 
ay Government of Bengal, and His Excellency in Council desires that 
_)the necessity: of carrying them out may be impressed upon all officers 
. | engaged in Excise administration. ‘ 
""Orprk.—Ordered that the foregoing Resolution be published in the 
Calcutta Gazette, and a copy of it be sent to the Commissioner of Excise 
+, and Salt, Bengal, for information and for, communication to all local officers 
concerned with the administration of excise revenue in Bengal.

in Notification No. 2372Com,, dated Ist August 1914, unemployment or retire~ 
ment from business has been prescribed as one of such contingencies. 
Government are advised that al] Provident Funds which are established for 
the benefit of employés and to which the employer contributes in proportion 
to the contribution from the employé, receive contributions sig insuring 
money to be paid on death, unemployment or retirement from business and 
are therefore Provident Insurance Societies and subject to the provisions of 
the Provident Insurance Societies Act. If such a Provident Fand carries on 

a life assurance business, that is to say, the issue or the undertaking of 
Tiability under policies of assurance on human life or the Branting of annuities 
upon human life, and if the contracts so undertaken exceed the limits 
prescribed in section 8 of the aforesaid Act, the Provident Fund will then 
cease to be subject to the provisions of that Act and will come under the 
provisions of the Indian Life Assurance Companies Act (VI of 1912). His 
Excellency in Council is satisfied that it is unnecessary to subject to the rules 
and provisions of the Provident Societies Act Provident Funds established by 
Government or local bodies or private employers for the benefit of their 
employés provided that the benefits of such fund are restricted to the

The condition of the early crop in all these districts is reported to be fairly 
good, Late cotton is grown in Bankura and Midnapore only. In Bankura 
the late crop has not been sown yet and in Midnapore, where the crop has 
been sown, it is reported to be doing well. 

Area sown.—Jhe area sown with early cotton is reported to be 
89,460 acres against the estimate of $4,873 acres last year (now revised) and 
against the unrevised estimate of 39,098 acres reported’ at the corresponding 
date of last year. 3 

Of the late crop only 500 aeres have been sown up to date against the 
‘same estimate reported at the corresponding date of last year.

Tur following report on the state of the salt market for the first quarter 
of the year 1914-15, comprising the months of April, May and June 
1914, in the Presidency of Bengal, is published for general information. 

2, The quantity of salt of every description cleared during the quarter 
amounted to 4,164,645 maunds (including 2,903,826 maunds issued under 
the credit system), as compared with 4,052,713 maunds (including 2,978,041 
maunds issued under the credit system) in the previous quarter and 
3,768,949 maunds (including 2,582,217 maunds issued under the credit 

system) in the corresponding quarter of the previous year. The net amount 
of duty levied was Rs. 36,86,516 (including Rs. 27,79,393 adjusted under the 
credit system), as against Ks. 33,06,861 (including Rs. 24,85,873 adjusted 
under the credit system) in the previous quarter, and Rs. 30,60,361 (including 
Rs. 21,16,475 adjusted under the credit system) in the corresponding quarter 
of the previous year. 

3. The subjoined table I shows in detail the importations into the port of 
Calcutta and the total clearances of sea-imported salt during the quarter, 
compared with the figures of the corresponding quarters of the two previous

Area planted.—The area planted with sugarcane this year is reported 
to be 226,500 acres against 218,300 acres last year or an increase of about 
4 per cen. 

Outturn.—According to the estimates of District Officers, the total 
onttum of the crop for the Province works out to 88 per cent. as against 
86 per cent. last year.

I. Character of the Season.—During the month under review the rain- 
fall for the whole month was in excess of the normal in all the districts 
of the province éxcepting Dinajpur, Jalpaiguri, Rangpur, Bogra, Pabna, 
Malda, Mymensingh, the Chittagong Hill Tracts, and Gooch Behar. The 
usual rainfall statement is appended. ‘ 


Il. Progress of agricultural operations —Transplantation of winter 
rice and harvesting of aus paddy and jute were in progress. The transplant- 
ing operations were somewhat impeded in some districts owing to deficient 
rainfall, Harvesting of jute was also retarded in places on account of the 
searcity of steeping water. 

Il], Slate of standing crops—The standing crops were on the whole 
doing fairly well. / 

IV. The prospects and probable outturn—In most of the districts the 
prospects of paddy, jute and other standing crops were favourable. A fairly 
good outturn of these crops was expected. 


V. Damage to standing crops—No damage was done to the standin 
crops, except to jute, by insect pests in parts of Nadia, Murshidabad an 
Jessore. 

VI. Condition of agricultwral stock—The condition of agricultural 
stock was fair. Cattle-disease was found to be prevalent in Nadia, Murshida- 
bad, Khulna, Burdwan, Hooghly, Rajshahi, Dinajpur, Rangpur, Malda, Cooch 
Behar, Mymensingh, Noakhali and Chittagong. 


VIL. Failure of pasturage and fodder—The scarcity of fodder was 


reported from parts of Midnapore and Tippera only. 


VII. Prices of food-grains—During the second fortnight of the month 
under review the prices of common rice rose in nine districts, fell in four, 
and remained stationary in the rest. It varied from 6 seers 4 chitaks per 
rupee at Bakarganj to 8 seers and 12 chitaks a rupee at Bankura.

The first aim of this section is to bring into touch with each 
women who having themsetves learnt the value of new occupations 
interests are anxious to hand on this knowledge to others. P| or 
needle-work, lace-making, basket-making, knitting, all these are oee 
enlnres by a large number of women and girls in India, but there remain a 
still large number who have neither seen nor heard about them. To inten 
these it is important to collect for exhibition the best that is done in 
branches of women’s work, and it is only the best in each section of 
work that can be encouraged by the award of medals and prizes, 

This is one of the most difficult things to impress upon int 
exhibitors. It is not any kind of work that can be accepted, Certain gro! 
are selected in the syllabus and only the really good work sent in under 
group is likely to be admitted. To’ understand the importance of sending” 

_ only the best work, the following rules should be carefully studied and 
conscientiously carried out :— ; 

1. In needle-work the best materials that can be procured should al 
be used: it is waste of time to put good work on to poor material which wil 
neither wear nor wash. * 

2. One neatly stitched, well finished off exhibit is more likely to win 
a prize than a large bundle of carelessly done work ; no amount of trimming 
will improve a badly-made article. ie h 

3, Moth-eaten, faded, torn or dirty work cannot be accepted. + 

4. Exhibits which have already won prizes in previous Exhibitio: 
cannot compete, They will be accepted as “Loan Exhibits ’ or exhibited 
for sale, if space permits. :

increasing the prizes. Only lace machine work and crochet have been 
omitted from the syllabus and these not in the children’s group. 

It is hoped that the improved standard of last year’s work will be 
maintained and that Indian ladies will contribute in far greater numbers. 
than heretofore. We should also urge any ladies interested in children’s 
work to make this Exhibition known as widely as possible, as the number « 
exhibits sent in by children last year was most disappointing.

Three of the honse appointments at the 
Mayo Hospital and seven of those at the Medical College Hospital were 
filled by medical men outside the ranks of Government service; the experi- 
ment has not been very successful chiefly owing to the impatience of 
discipline shown by the young and inexperienced medical men appointed 
and, in view of the fact that other provinces have declined to try the experi- 
ment, it will be necessary for Government to reconsider the situation unless 
matters improve.

Calcutta Hospitals and Dispensaries.—1n the review of the last triennial 
report it was stated that nearly 32 lakhs of rupees had been spent on 
buildings and repairs to the Calcutta hospitals during the six previous years 
and a warning was given that, the: abnormally; heayy> drain on, Provincial 
resources, could not continue. Jn the period .under-repori, minor improve- 
-ments were made in most of the hospitals ;, a surgical. ward was. built, at the 
Sambhu Nath Pandit” Hospital from the donations given by Babu Dlianpat 
Singh Nawlakha (Rs. 25,000), Babu Behari Lal Matter (Rs 10,000) and 
grants from the Minto Fancy Féte Fund and Government; a children’s 
ward at the Eden Hospital bom funds provided by the executors of the late 


Nistarini Dasi; an. outdoor disp&nsary (from he) Katiai Lall Seai bequest). 


and the King Edward operation-room (from the King Edward Memorial 


~ Fund) .at the Howrah Hospital.,..Thexa,are, however, still many urgent 
wants unsatisfied which Goverainent, with due regard to the interests of 
other departments of administration and other parts of the Province, can only 
meet gradually. Goverment lave provided 5 lakhs towards the cost of the 
Tropical School of Medicine and have undertaken the acquisition of a site for 
a new Eye Hospital at a dost. of over 8 lakhs. “It is sometimes forgotten 
by critics who press on Government the early completion of medical schemes 
‘for Caleutta that Calcutta hospitals serve only a fraction of the total popula- 
tion of the Prevince and that without special taxation Government are unable 
to undertake the burden of providing medical relief except for the very poor. 


The question of the abuse of free hospitals by those who can afford 
pay for their treatment has recently attracted considerable attention ant 
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~ Government have bepn deterred from’ taking stringent action in the 
matter by the inadyisability of doing anything that might hinder the growth 
of popularity of European systems of medicine and treatment. The mainten- 
“ance charges of Calcutta hospitals grow steadily year by year and amounted 
‘to Rs, 43,21,554 in 1913. The income of class 1 (State) hospitals was 
Rs. 11,07,950 in 1913, of which 7114 per cent. consisted of Government 
grants... The Government grants to classes HT and 1V amounted to 29°68 of 
their total income. Subscriptions and donations from Indians amounted to 
1°13 per cent. of the total income and-those from Europeans to 147. As long 
as this apathy on the part of the general public of Caleutta continues in 
respect of their hospitals it can hardly be expected that Government should 
add to the inevitable burden of the charges which already fall upon the 
general taxpayer. 

The average yearly number of in-patients treated at the Calcutta 
hospitals was 31,015, against an average of 27,970 in the previous triennium, 
.and the increase was a steady one spread over the whole period :and shared-in 
7 nearly all the hospitals. The number of beds has increased by 175, owing 
chietly to the opening of the Prince of Wales's Hospital, surgical wards at the 
Sambhu Nath Pandit and Dufferin Hospitals and a children’s ward at the 
Kden- Hospital. A very satisfactory feature of the period was the continuous 
decline in the mortality rates, 12°16, 11°82 and 10°95 in 1911, 1912 and 1913, 
respectively, following an equal decrease in the previous triennium. Great: 
attention has been paid to the nursing and the staff has been inereased all 
round ; there is still room for a fuyther increaseto lessen the strain on the 
existing staff, but this is not only a quéstion of expense but also one of 
accommodation, ‘The Calcutta Nureing Avsociation provides ‘nuraes for the 
Prosideney General, Medical College and connected hospitals, including’ the 
Eden, Prince of Wales Ezra, Eye, Isolation and Indian Paying Patients’ 
hospitals. and the Government grant to this Association last year was 
Rs. 75,000 on a basis of treble the subscriptions received from other sources 
with a maximum of Rs. 75.000, If the resources of this Association can be 
expanded, it will be easier to increase the number of qualified nurses so that 
each will only have the amount of work that can be done efheiently. In the 
Sambhu Nath Pandit Hospital, the ladies of the Caleutta Ambulance Asso- 
ciation attend regularly and assist in dressing, etc., in the out-patient 
department, and the Superintendent reports that the improvement effected b; 
‘them not only in minor surgical relief but in the general standard of cléanh- 
ness and order is very great. His Excellency desires to take this opportunity 
of thanking these ladies for the very great assistance they have rendered at a 
cost of considerable sacrifice to themselves. 

.The number of out-patients continued to rise in the same way as that 
of in-patients and the total in 1913 was 322,652 against 318,016 in 1910. 
Phe largest: increase was in the Medical College Hospital and the consider- 
able increase in the Sambhu Nath Pandit Hospital was no doubt due to the 
increase of popularity owing to the services of the Caleutta Ambulanée 
Association already referred to. 

Charitable Dispensaries outside Calcutta.—At. tho beginning of 1911 
there were 591 dispensaries in the area contained in tlie present Province of 
Bengal at the end of the triennium the number was 619, consisting of 23 
State Public, 42 State Special. 93 Municipal, 205 District Board, 7 Local 
Fund, 74 Private aided, 132 Private non-aided and 48 Railway dispensaries, 
The inorease is satisfactory. but it is very slow, and the average area to each 
dispensary is far too large to admit of medical attendance being available to 
the bulk of residents in the mufassal, His Excellency in Council is glad to 
note the decision of the District Board of Bogra to open one new dispensary 
yeach year'and trusts that this example will be followed by other local bodies. 
‘The main obstacle is the question of funds and while Government: are willing to 
assist with capital’grants in special cases as far as the funds at their disposal

‘The Annual Reports of tho Veterinary College aud of the Civil Veterinary Department, Bengal, 
for the year 1918-14, with the Director of Agriculture's review thereof. 

Tue post of Principal of the Bengal Veterinary College was held by 
Major Smith throughout the year, while Mr. P. J. Kérr was Superintendent. 
of the Veterinary Department, Bengal, except for the period from the 20th 
November 1913 to the 22nd February 1914, when he was on leave, and 
Major Smith held charge of the current duties of the office of the Superin- 
tendent in addition to his own duties. Mr. A. D. Macgregor, M.n.c, on, 
his appointment to the Indian Civil Veterinary Department. was posted for 
training to the Bengal Veterinary College, which he joined on the 30th 
March 1914. Major Smith was on tour for 20 days, and Mr. Kerr for 75 
days, during which he visited all the districts of the Presidency except three. 

2.~ There was a further slight decrease in the number of students at 
thgsGollege during the year, the number on the roll at the end of the session 
being 91, of whom 76 were stipendiary students, as against 99 in the 
preceding year, including 88 stipendiary students. The falling off in the 
attendance at the College is due partly to the reluctance of most District 
Degede Witincinss the Verran acstein, their ceaploys anaes. 30. te 
inadequacy of the prospects open to the lower branches of the Veterinary. 
Service. Measures for removing both these obstacles are under the consid- 
eration of Government. The results of the year’s work were, on the whole, 
satisfactory. ‘Twenty-five students graduated from the College at the close 
of the year, the percentage of passes at the final examination being 
7353 as compared with 67°5 in 1912-13, The Board of Examiners has, 
however, again very strongly represented that the teaching staff at the 
College is inadequate to give a proper training in vaccine therapy and 
in the theory “eth practice of preventive inoculation. The matter is one 
of graye importance, as the chief duty of the majority of the graduates of the 

lege in their active careers is the prevention and control of infectious 
iseases. ‘The Governor in Council has accordingly submitted to the 
Government of India proposals for increasing the staff of the College, soas 
to enable it to keep abreast of the modern developments of veterinary science. 
The Raymond Research Laboratory at the College continued to do 
useful work in the diagnosis of contagious and obscure diseases. The 
popularity of the institution is increasing, and cases were sent for examination 
not only by the Provincial Veterinary Departments, but also by local private 
“practitioners, both European aictiian, and by the general public. The

4. Credit system at payne duty. — they here was ‘a considerable 
increase in the operations under Lefeey Fu credit system. From the statement 


furnished by the Collector of Customs, Calcutta, it appears that securities to 
the extent of Rs. 50,16,500 were deposited daring the year against 
Re, 43,62,800 in 1912-13. The quantity of salt issue under the system 
amounted to 10,000,493 maunds against 7,444,990 maunds in the bah 
year. There were 44. depositors during the year, nine»gf whom Olpaagth elt

completed during the year, the only outstanding works being the constraction 
of brick footpaths round the new golas and the addition of cradles to the old 
pontoons, A special grant of Rs. 11,142 was allotted for replacing the four 
. turntables at the north end of the Sulken yard by twolarger ones, but the East 
Indian Railway authorities unfortunately found themselves unable to. take the 
work in hand before the year closed. ‘The proposed closing of the Kidderpore 
golas was strongly opposed by semeof the Salt merchants, who appealed to 
Government for their retention. The question was referred to the Port 
facilities Committee who have reported that they do not consider that tho 
Ki serpore golas should continue alter the completion of the Sulkea Extension 
Scheme. Notice was served on the bonders to the effect that no more salt 
would be received there after the end of April 1914 though deliveries yyould 
‘continue after that date. 

6. Construction of Salt golas at Chittagong.—The two salt golas, each 
of 10,000 tons’ capacity, have not yet beeu completed, but salt has recently 
been stored in one of them. The completion of the Salt golas scheme will 
prove most beneficial to the salt trade of the port as it has hitherto been 
handicapped for want of sufficient gola accommodation. 

As no space was ayailable at the Government golgs and the private 
licensed warehouses, two temporary golas were constructed departmentally 
for the storage of salt.

The receipts exceeded those of the previous ior by over 9 lakhs of 


maunds, There was a very marked increase in bonding operations at Sulkea 
and deereases at Kidderpore and Chittagong. The cloarances exceeded those 
of the previous year by more than 4h lakhs of maunds. 

8. Imports. ba ° 
The total imports into Calcutta exceeded théee of the previous year by 
more than 11 lakhs of maunds or by 8° per cent. There was a decrease in 
imports from the United Kingdom, Germany and Aden but marked increases 
from Spain, Port Said, Salif and Massowah. ‘The imports from Bombay 
remained at much the same figure aslast year. The decrease in imports from 
the United Kingdom was due to the fagt that freight for salt-could only 
rarely be secured on board the regular liners. ‘The very large increase from 
Salif was expected as soon as the Turko-Italian war came to an end. 
Massowah salt has probably come in for more attention since the imports 
from the United Kingdom have ‘falléi off’ No salt came from Madras 
or Coconada, 

There was a decrease of over 1$ lakh of maunds in the imports into the 
port of Chittagong. The imports from the United Kingdom only consisted of 
84 inaunds of table salt as against 93,705 maunds in’ the previous year: 
The'decrease was due to Liverpool salt not being able to compete with Aden 
and Port Said salt in the markets in Chittagong and the adjacent districts. 
The imports of German salt are small “and the in¢rease calls for no remarks. 
The imports from Aden decreased by 274,697 maunds as a Bombay firm 
which owns salt works there found it more profitable to direct their salt 
elsowhere. The decrease of 27,144 maunds in the imports of Spanish salt 
is reported to be due to the competition of Port Said salt which appears to be 
finding favour with consumers. The decrease in the imports of Massowah 
salt was small and calls for no remarks. ‘The increase of 220,694 maunds 
in the imports of Port Said salt may be attri buted to the smaller imports from 
Aden. 

Out of the total importation of 14,191,668 maunds i into the port of Caleutta, 
10,615,010 maunds or 75 per cent. were bonded in the Sulkea and Kidder- 
pore golas during the year as against a percentage of 74 in the previous year. 
‘The proportion bonded showed little variation, but the balance at the end of 
the year was larger by nearly ten lakhs of mannds. Advantage appears to 
have been taken of cheap freight to build up large reserves. 

9. Sales of imported Salt from Shipboard and Bond. * bd 

In Calcutta the sales direct from shipboard show an increase of 9°6 per 
cent. and those from bond 1'4 per cent. In Chittagong the sales direct from 
shipboard exhibit an increase of 428 por cent. and those from bond a 
decrease of 4°8 per cent. There was an increase of 3°3 per cent. in the 
total sales of imported salt. All the vessels carrying salt to Caleutta were 
steamers.

12. Inland Bonded Warehouses,—There were 9 private bonded ware- 
houses in the Presidency against 10 in the previous year, viz., 2 at Narainganj 
(Dacca), 1 at Bhairab Bazar (Mymensingh), 1 at Madaripur (Faridpur), 4 at 
Jhalakhati (Bakarganj) and 1 at Chandpor (Tippera). One of the three. golas 
at Narainganj was closed during the year. No private licensed warehouses

The quantity of salt despat 
the 9 inland warehouses from shipboard and golas in the ports of Calcutta and 
Chittagong was 634,195 maunds against 678,844 maunds in the previous 
year showing a decrease of 6°6 per cent. The quantity of ‘salt despatched 
from shipboard to'the bonded warehouse at Chandbali in the district of 
Balasore in the province of Bihar and Orissa and to the warehouses: at 
Balaganj.and Ajmirganj in Assam was 108,000 maunds, nil and- 36,000 % 
maunds, respectively, against 118,980 maunds, 20,000 maunds and 33,600- 
maunds in the previous year showng an aggregate decrease of 28,580 maunds 
or 16°56 per cent.

CHAPTER Iil. 
Consumption and Prices. 


15. Consumption.—The total quantity of salt which passed into con- 
sumption in this Presidency during the year 1913-14 was 7,227,250 maunds. 
This is exclusive of 6,410,479 maunds, the net export by rail, road or river 
but: inclusive of 261 maunds educed from saltpetre. 

16. Prices of salt in Bengal generally. * bf f 
There was a decrease of 5 pies in the average as compared with the previous 
year, which was attributed to the fall in the prices of imported salt and to the 
plentiful supply of foreign salt in the Calcutta and Chittagong markets. The 
retail prices in the saliferous districts remained generally the same as in the 
previous year, the price per seer ranging from 9 pies to 1, anna. The 
average wholesale price per 100 maunds of Liverpool salt as sold from the 
ship’s side in the port of Calcutta exclusive of duty was Rs. 54-6-7 against 
Rs. 62-3-3 in 1912-13. The Collector of Customs, Calcutta, reports that the 
market had a downward tendency throughout the year, while in the last two 
months prices dropped rathor sharply. ‘Chis drop was not, however, shared 
by Liverpool salt which closed the year with the sume price as held good at 
the openmg. In the port of Chittagong the effect of more merchants entering 
the trade and of railway extensions was to reduce prices.

Financial Results. © 


21, Receipts and Charges.—Tho financial results of the administra- 
tion of the Salt Department during the year, as comparea with the preceding 
year, are shown in Appendix F. As compared with 1912-138, receipts show 
an. increase of Rs, 11,86,166,- or 9°7 per cent., and harges = decrease of 
Rs, 42,539 or 11°7 per cent. The net revenue was Rs. “1,27,20,129 which 
was greater than that of the previous year by Rs. 11,98.694 or 10°4 per cent. 
The increase in the receipts occurred mainly under the head “ Import duty 
on Salt.” The charges do not include any share-of the cost of the Customs 
Preventive Service, which is largely employed ‘in safe guarding the salt 
revenue. -. . i ne j

Character of the season.—The rainfall in February was generally 
above the normal, while in March the fall was slightly in defect. Tho 
vainfall in April and May was too heavy in some parts and was not there- 
fore entirely favourable to the ‘sowings and growth of the erops. The 
insufficient rainfall in June also adversely affected the crops, but the 
rainfall in July improved their prospects, although there was a certain 
amount of injury from insect pests. ‘The crops usually recovered later. 


Acre?ge.—The total area sown this year with the different bhadot 

‘crops is reported to be 6,076,300 acres against 6,103,700 acres of last year. 

' Of this area, 4,986,500 acres are reported to be under autumn (aus) rice 

this year against 4,992,100 acres last year. The decrease is due to 

unfavourable weather conditions at sowing time and to extension of jute 
cultivation. é 


Outturn.—From the appendix attached to the report it will be seen that 
except in one or two districts the outiurn is reported to have fallen below 
the normal. The low cutturn is attributed chiefly to insufficient rainfall 
during the period of growth of the crdéps. According to the estimates of 
the District Officers, the outturn of the different bhadat crops works out 

- to 79 per cent, of the normal. against 74 per cent. last year, and that of 
autumn rice to 79 per cent. against 75 per cent. last year. <

Revision of last year's figures.—Tio figure of last year for acreage in 
the district of Dacca and the percentages returned for the districts of Dacca, 
Faridpur and Bakarganj haye been revised in the light of inquiries made 
subsequent to the publication of last year’s final forecast. ‘The result of this 
revision is to give an increase-inpoutturn over the published estimate of 
last year of 1,42.117 bales. It is further to be noted that an imaginary

This has accordingly beon done. Assuming that local consumption amounts to 
B lakhs of bales, the figure published by the Bengal Chamber of Commerce for 
actual imports of jute into Calcutta and exports from Chitiag: added 
to this figure comes to 96,56,306 bales, There is a discrepancy between 
this figure and the revised ‘estimate now published amounting to 6,74,833 
bales. It is not possible for me to say definitely where the error lies. 
One important jute firm, that of Messrs. Landale and Clark, Ltd., have made 
an amended estimate of last year’s crop amounting to 87, 40,000 bales, 
excluding local consumption. 

Acreage.—The acreage figures which were giyen in the prelimina 
forecast have been carefully chegked for the last two months. As a resul ale 
of the check, the total acreage figure for the province of Bengal has been’ 
increased by 70, 656 acres. In no individual case has any large change been

Acreage.—In Parnea, which is the most important jute-growing aisnaek : 


in the Province, the system of obtaining a more accurate return of thesaeea 
under jute through the agency of panchayats was tried during the season as 
an experimental measure. Four special officers, two of whom belonged to- 
the Agricultaral tment, were appointed to check the panchayats®™ 
returns and to conduct a series Of erop-cutting experiments. The pan- 
chayats who submitted schedules showing the area under jute possessed by 
each cultivator in many cases did so after an actual survey of the plots 
under jute. The special. officers checked the figures furnished by the 
panchayats. and: found them to be on the whole correct. The Collector, who: 
took much interest in the enquiry, has accepted the figure of 281,220 acres 
thus arrived at by the panchayats and the special officers. 11 is curious to 
notice that this figure which should. be,taken as quite reliable closely 
approximates to the figure reported by the Collector in the final forecast. of 
the last year after an enquiry by an officer of this Department. Still there 
is in the district among well-informed. persons a strong impression that the 
area under jute this year is considerably in excess of the area sown in 1913, 
and the conclusion to which J am impelled is that the estimate of 
279,000 acres for 1913 was somewhat in excess of the actual facts. This: 
view is corroborated ‘by the returns of export by rail and by river steamer 
from June 1913 to July 1914 which have been obtained and serutinized, 
The system of estimation by panchayats was not tried in the remaining 
jute-growing districts which are of little iiportance, but the preliminary 
estimates were carefully checked by the inspecting staff of this Department. 
As a result the Distriet Officers of Champaran, Muzaffarpur and the Sonthal 
Parganas haye revised their preliminary estimates. The final district returns 
of the seven jute-growing districts of the Province now show an area under 
jute of 330,120 acres, or in round numbers 330,100 acres as compared with 
329,600 acres reported in the preliminary forecast. :

Weather Conditions.—In March the rainfall was defective in all the 
jute-growing districts except Champaran. In April it was below the normal 
im Champaran and above the normal in the remaining jute districts. In 
May it was slightly below the normal in. Purnea and Muzaffarpur, but 
elsewhere it was above the normal. In June the rainfall was below the 
normal in all the jute districts except Cuttack and Balasore which received 
more than the average fall. In Purnea the deficiency was heavy. Only 
6°63 inches were obtained as against a normal for the month of 12°27 inches.

Sicractad of the season.—In the early part of the year the weather 
was generally favourable, as indicated in the preliminary forecast, sineé thd » 
issue of which there has been a deficiency in the rainfall and consequerttly a 
deterioration in the growth of the crop. The want of rain was particularly 
notigeable in July in the main jute-growing districts : conditions impro' 
somewhat in August. « 


Area sown.—The only districts in which there can be much doubt as to 
ihe area are Sylhet and Goalpara. In the latter the figures compiled 
independently last year by the Deputy Commissioner and those returned by 
the panchayats were approximately the samo, and this fact lends probability 
to their correctness. Personal enquiries by the Deputy Commissioner point 
generally to an increase of 25 per cent. in area in the present year and this 
estimate agrees fairly well with the returns of the panchayats. TI think that 
reliance may now be placed on the area figures of Goalpara. In Sylhet the 
Deputy Commissioner had the panchayats’ schedules checked in some thanas 
of Habiganj and, in accepting the results, he claims that the area of this year 
is approximately the normal area. Tam inclined to accept this, because an 
estimate made some months ago and based on the crop statistics of 
temporarily-settled estates scattered over 115 out of a total of 169 parganas 
in Sylhet came to almost exactly the same figure. Hence thy apparent 
decrease in the area under jute in Sylhet since last year is not real and it may 
be assumed that we have now for the first time obtained approximately 
correct statistics. There has been a notable increase in the area sown in 
Goalpara whore there is a large colony of Mymensingh people, aud, as indi- 
cated in the first forecast, considerable extension in Kamrup, Darrang and 
Nowgong, dué in the two latter districts also to the influx of settlers from 
Mymensingh. 

The total area under the crop, as estimated by the Deputy Commis- 
sioners, comes to 111,600 acres as against 96,990 acres in last year, which 
should have been 85,990, if the present Sylhet figure is correct ; the increase 
is over 15 per cent. in any case and probably should be shown as nearly 
29°8 per cent. 

Outturn.—Taking the average outturn of 8°3 bales per acre, which the 
Chief Commissioner has now adopted as the normal, the total inerease in the 
quantity of jute available is at least 34°6 per cent. as compared with last

2. Certain additions a ‘tade to the sty 
result mainly of the reorganiddtion of the e Police in Eastern 
Bengal and the organization of the River Police, the sanctioned strength of — — 
the subordinate Police was inereased by 1,004 men. Despite the increase in : 
the sanctioned strength of the force, the Policd foro. in Bengal is under- 
manned in comparison with other provinces. 

His Excelleney in Council had oceasion to remark in reviewing the Re) 
on the Administration of the Police in the preceding year tliat the condition 
of the rank and file of the Police foree was far from satisfactory. There 

pears to have been but slight improvement during the year under review. 

ait here was an increase in the number of recruits enlistéd ; but the number of 
vaciincies rése foi 800 to over 1,200, arid the various Hobds of caRual ties) all 
show a heavy increase. The necessity of employing inen of the artied 
reserve on extraneous duties, such as the escort of treasure, interfered with 
the training of this branch of the force and diminished its efficiency, Owing 
to the number ot vacancies and the insufficiency of the ordinary reserve, leaye 
‘of absence could not be granted ; and this again reacted on the popularity of 
the service and increased the difficulties of recruiting, while it encouraged ] 
resignations. 

The Governor in Council desives to take this opportunity of acknowledg~ 
ing the assistance rendered at this juncture by the Army Department of the 

_ Government of India. ‘Two regiments of the Indian Army were lent to*the 
Government of Bengal and gave much temporary relief by taking up the 
duties of armed reserve, guards and escorts in certain districts of Eastern 
Bengal. 

3. There was unfortunately no improvement in the health of the force 
as a whole, and both the number of deaths and the number of men admitted 
t0 hospital increased. 

His Excellency in Council fully realises the difficulties with which the 
Tnspector-General of Police has to contend in popularising the subordinate 
service in face of the unsatisfactory conditions described above and» the 
present low rats of pay. The proposals which were submitted for certain 
improvements in the pay and prospects of head constables and econstal 
haye been accepted in substance by the Secretary of State. Efforts 
heing made to improye the health of the foree by. supplying mosquitd nets, 
and cots and by replacing the old and insanitary buildings by healthier and 
more attractive quarters. The Inspector-General’s proposals are awaited for 
remedying the deficiency of the ordinary reserve. as at present constituted, 
hy introducing a reserve sealé which shall take into account the relative 
unhealthiness of different districts and provide for unforeseen and temporary 
* demands on the Police foree. The reorganization of the ordinary reserve on 
this basis should make it easier to-grant leave of absence. _Under these 
better conditions there is ground for hope that the Subordinate Police Service 
will become more popular. 

w 4. The discipline of the Péli¢e during thé yeat was good. The number 
‘of officers and men judicially punished during the year slightly increased, but 

» prosecutions under the Indian Penal Code appreciably decreased and there 

was a diminution in the number of départmental punishments. The nuwoaber 
of officers and men rewarded fell; but this was due to a ruling which 
prohibited the payment of rewards to Police officers for good work unless 
such rewards had been previously offered. Revised rales are being framed 
under the provisions of the Pofice Act, and these will enable Superintendents 
of Police to grant rewards within certain limits. The Inspector-General 
reports that there has been a general improvement. in the tone and work of 

Circle Inspectors, due in some measure to the insistence upon efficiency 

rather than seniority as the main qualification dor promotion. 

5. A satisfactory feature of the year's work was the considerable 
progress made in the construction and repair of buildings. The total 
» expenditure amounted to over fourteen lakhs as compared with nine lakhs in 

the preceding year. Much still remains to be done, however, in the Bitograa 
_of the more suitable housing of the Police force. 
6. The discipline of the Military, Police battalion during the year was” 
‘lent. and there was again a noticeable iaproretieay in offic’ 
“SR i wat The © dant, 
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7, The sancti edd Mirus of the River Police force was considerably 
increased during the year. The same difficulty which confronts the Ciyil 
. Police—the recruiting of suitable men—is even more serious in the case of the 
River Police, and it was not found possible to bring the force up to the sane- 
tioned strength. The proposed increase of the initial rate of pay from Rs. 8 to 
Rs, 10 should, however, stimulate recruiting, A second division of the River 
‘lice consisting of six patrol posts was established on the Ganges and 
Brahmaputra ‘our of these posts have been provided with floating police 
‘stations and light boats for patrolling purposes, and patrol boats were also 
attached to two posts where the thanas were on land. At Chandpur and Goal- 
undo patrol launches have also been provided. _ It is satisfactory to note that no 
cases of river dacoity were reported in 1913 from the area under patrol, that 
thefts decreased and that boats frequently applied to be allowed to moor in 
roximity to the floating thanas. During the jute season a forée was deputed 
rom certain districts in the Dacca range to protect the treasure boats 
concerned in the jute trade; and it, is satisfactory that the scheme proved 
effective in affording security to traders. The eadets and constables are 
being trained in law and procedure and also in practical subjects such as 
drill, swimming, boat duties, ete. A conference was held in Nabiganj at 
which His Excellency the Governor and the Hon'ble Sir William Duke were 
present ; and it was decided that the type of motor-launch at present in use 
was not suitable for river work in the "lower waters of the Meghna. At 
present experiments are being made with an improved design for a small 
steam-launch, 

8. . Including cases pending from 1912, 471 criminal charges. were 
preferred against the Police as against 361 in the preceding year. The 427 
charges disposed of included 15 of torture, 111 of extortion, 20 of bribery 
and 281 of wrongful restraint and confinement, etc. Fifty-seven easee ended 
in conviction and 370 cases were unsubstantiated. In 1913, of the 837 
eharges disposed of 279 were unsubstantiated. While therefore the number 
of true charges against the police remains practically the same as in the 
preceding year, there is a large increase in the number of unsubstantiated 
charges. It is satisfactory to observe that there was no conviction for torture. 
‘As the total Police force numbers over 19,000, the number of convictions ‘for 
bribery was small and indicates a si improyement in the morale of the 
force. ‘I'wenty-six civil suits were instituted against the Polica of which 16 

* qwere dismissed by the Courts, 1 was struck off on the withdrawal of the 
plaint, and 9 remained pending at the close of the year. 

‘Twenty-three cases were reported to Government in which serious 
allegations of ill-treatmont or assault were made against the Police. OF 
these 2 only ended in conviction, 9 were acquitted and 12 were dismissed 
under section 203, Criminal Procedure Code. The Inspector-General. of 
Police remarks that the majority of serious charges brought against the Police 
are instituted in the districts of Kastern Bengal. It is clear from thé 
Inspector-General’s report that any allegation of serious misconduct by the 
Police is immediately brought to the notice of independent officers and made 
the subject of careful enquiry, ae 

9. Mr. J. N. Gupta, 1.¢.s., whe was on special duty in connection, with 
the experimental introduction of the circle system into selected subdivisions, 
submitted an interesting report, and Mr. E. G. Hart, Superintendent of Police, 
submitted a separate report dealing with several problems connected with 
the village chaukidari system. These reports have been considered in 
connection with the larger enquiry recently concluded by the District 

Administration Committee. 

A scheme for whole-time dafadars was introduced in the Madaripur 
subdiyision as an experimental measure, and Government undertook to pay 
part of their remuneration. ‘The dafadars will receive quinquennial incre- 
ments in théir pay which will begin at Rs. 12 per mensem. They have been 
supplied with arms and lanterns, and a set of rules has been drawn up 
defining their duties. The result of this experiment in stiffening the Rural 
Police will be carefully watched by Government.’ 

‘The balances of the Chaukidari Reward Fund continue to be high in 
most districts: Liberal rewards should be granted wherever good work is 
‘done. Puni: nis are very ly inflicted. It appears that while 45 per

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10. The number of cases classed as.“ political” was 14 in 1913 as 
against 12 in 1912 and 13 in ‘1911: ‘The’ anaréhiét group continued its 
activities against ‘the Police. Two zealous Polive officers were murdered. 
Head Constable Haripada Deb of the Calcutta Police ‘was shot in College” 
Square, ‘while the assassins quietly escaped in the crowd. “The next evening 
Inspector Bankim Chandra Chanda was killed by a bomb in Mymensingh. 
No clue was forthcoming in eithiér dase. ‘Twd' persons .who-had helped or 
were stispeeted of helping the Police {n' ‘tratking down political’ offenders 
were also murdered. and 9 bomb was thrown at Abdur Rahman,-the Midna- 
pore informer, whose house was damaged by a bomb in December 1912. 
‘The finding of certaitt papers at Dacca in November 1912 and the house 
searches in February 1913, when the “ District Organisation Scheme” and the 
“Rules of Membership” of a secret. society were foiind, led to the institution 
of a conspiracy case at Barisal in which twelve persons were convicted and 
sentenced to various terms of imprisonment. The Governor-General in 
Council commended the perseverance and courage of the Police officers to 
whose efforts the discovery and exposure of the conspiracy was due, and His 
Excellency the Governor also congratulated the Police on their success. 

11. The. percentage of increase in the total number of true cases 
was not large. An increase is noticeable under every head except rioting, 
coining and murder and is most apparent under the heads burglary, theft and 
dacoity. The increase of 1,443 true’ cases of burglary is serious. An increase 
in the number of reported cases of cognizable crime occurred in twelve 
districts. There was a satisfactory decrease of 899 cases in 24-Parganas 
and there were also decreases in Chittagong and Rangpur. The increase in 
the number of reported and true cases must not, however. be taker as an . 
aceurate index to the increase in criminality during the year. His Ex- 
cellency in Council agrees that the increase may, én part, be attributed to 
better reporting due to the closer supervision exercised by gazetted officers 
posted to subdivisions. The number of true cases of dacoity rose, but _ 
the fact that only 8 out of 245 cases were committed by people of the 
bhadralok class shows that the importance of political as compared with 
ordinary dacoities is often exaggerated. The Inspector-General is of opinion 
that the increased number of dacoities is due to the impunity with which 
this class of crime can be committed owing to futile attempts to plaee 
gangs of dacoits on their trial on specific charges of dacoity under section 
395, Indian Penal Code. The remedy recommended is the free use’ of 
sections 400 and 401. Indian Penal Code. The rules regarding thé institution 
of gang cases have been revised ;,and the Inspector-General is hopeful that 
the resalt may be the break-up of the many gangs which have sprung into 
existence in recent years. A new departure daring the year in dealing 
with criminal gangs was the enforcement of the amended Criminal ‘Tribes 
Act.. Two gangs were declared under the Act and their members compelled * 
to register themselves, It is hoped that, if full advantage be taken of the 
provisions of this Act, many hereditary criminal tribes and gangs will be 
brought under effective control. . 

12. The number of false cases instituted during the year slightly 
Tose, but there was a regrettable decrease both in the number of prosecutions 
undertaken and convictions obtained against persons bringing false ‘cases, 
Notwithstanding the legal difficulties in the way of such prosecutions and the 
extra burden of work which they impose on the courts, it is the duty of 
magistrates to examine carefully.such cases and order the prosecution of the 
complainant whenever possible. 

18. His Excellency in Council has much pleasure in commending the 
administration under Mr, Hughes-Buller and Mr. Plowden. Much laborious 
sound work has been done as a step towards future progress.

* Character of the Season.—In Apriland May the rainfall was in excess 
of the normal, but the season was generally favourable for the preparation of 
seed-beds and the sowing of broadcasted paddy. ‘The weather in’ June was 
exceedingly dry and this affected the growth of the young plants to some 
extent. Their condition was, however, improved by timely rainfall’ in July. 
In some districts, specially those if the Rajshahi Division, the rainfathwas 
defective during the latter part of the month, and the transplantation was a 
little late in consequence. The rainfall in August, though still in defect in 
most of the districts, was not so unfavourable to the crop, although more rain 
qwoald have benefited the crop greatly. The character of the weather sinee 
then has been on the whole favourable. 

Acreage.— According to the figures furnished by the District Officers 
the area sown this year is 15,051,600 acres, against 14,539,600 acres of last 
year, or an increase of 512,000 acres. ‘The increase is chiefly due to timely 
rainfall during the early part of the season. The normal area under the erop 
is returned as 16,316.400 acres. 

Outturn.—From the summary of the district ratirne appended it will 
be seen that three districts only report more than a normal crop, viz., 

24-Parganas (108 per cent.), Birbhum (117 per cent.) and Bakarganj (110. per 
cent.). Sixteen districts report a crop between 90 and 100 per cent. and six 
districts. between 75 and, 80 per cent. The only districts which report a 
lower outturn are Jalpaiguri (74 per cent.) and Rangpur (70°5 per eent.). 
‘The low outturn in these districts is chiefly attributed to deficient rainfall in 
June, July and August. According to the District Officer’s estimates the 
provincial outtarn works out to 95 per cent.-as compared with 92 per cent.

Since the publication of the first forecast in August last the 
weather conditions have heen reported to be favourable to the growth of the 
early variety of the crop in all these districts except in Hill Tippora, where 
want of rain affected the growth. Late cotton 1s grown in Bankura and 
Midnapore only. In Bankura the late crop has not been sown yet and in 

idnapore, where the crop has been sown, it is reported to be doing well. 
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Area sown.—The area sown With early cotton is reported to be 89,460 
acros against the estimate of 84,873 acres last year (now revised) and against 
#* unrevised estimate of 86,954 acres reported at the corresponding date of 
last year. 


Of the late crop, only 500 acres have been sown up to date against the: 
same estimate reported at the corresponding date of last year.

Ly Progress of agricultural operations —Transplantation of “winter 
rice was finished ; weeding was commenced. Harvesting of autumn rice 
was completed and that of jute was nearing completion. 


Ill. State of standing crops —The condition of standing crops was on 
the whole statisfactory. 


IV. Prospects and probable outturn—In. most of the districts the pros- 
pects of paddy and other standing crops wete favourable. 

V. Damage to standing crops—Excepting a slight injury to -winter 
rice by insect pests in parts of Midnapore, no damage was reported to have 
been done to the standing crops. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock.—Condition of agricultural stock 
was fair.

settlements for the current year show an increase in license-fees of 
Rs. 711,738. There was an inerease of Rs. 8,858 under the head of 
“countzy. spirit” and of Rs. 7,02,880 under “other excisable articles.” 
Of the latter, ganja and opiun livense- fees increased by Rs, 2,40,150 and 
Rs. 4,03,352, respectively. Under “ country spirit” there has been an in rease 
of Rs. 1, 06 691 in 14 districts and a decrease of Rs. 1,87,833 in the remaining 
13 districts, In the 24 Parganas, Howrah and Hooghly the inerease in the 
rate of duty does not cover the i increase in maximum prices and, as consumption 
increased last year, the increase in license-fees was naturally large. In 
Rajshahi and Malda the vendors made large profits in 1913-14 by raising their 
prices, and, although the rate of duty has been increased, there was room for 
an enhancement of license-fees as well. Competition was keen in all these. 
districts, but, as maximum prices have been fixed, detailed instructions were 
issued that bidding should be restricted to a figure based on the estimated 
consumption. In Tippera no maximum prices have been prescribed. The 
increase in. license-fees was due to competition among bidders and will 
probably result in an increase in prices. About. 50 per cent. of the 
entire decfase occurred in Darjecling, This is due to tho fact that in 
making the settlements for 1913-14 suflicient restriction was not place! on 
the bidding. At the recent settlements the upset prices fixed were con- 
siderably lower than the high fees current and there was little competition. 
‘anja license-fees increased in all districts with the exception of Howrah, 
“Darjeeling and Faridpur, and opium license-fees in all excepting Howrah and 
Chittazong, The total decrease in Howrah was Rs. 30,674 as compared 
with the large increase of Rs. 76,016 in the previous year, The increase in 
gana license-feos was due to the careful fixation of upset prices, with the 
object of levelling up the retail price in order to cheek consumption, As 
in the previous year, the greater part (Rs, 3,35,991) of the increase in opium 
license-fees has occurred in districts in which issues are or will be restricte:l, 
although the only decreases also occurred in two of these districts. In Howrah 
this was due to vendors having gone too far in 1913-14, and in Chittagong, 
where shops are settled at fixed fees, to a decrease in the Allowances of opium 
to certain shops. The reason why vendors bid so freely in these districts 
is that, where allowances are fixed, they can raise their prices without fear 
of coropetition.

15. System.—The system of contract supply, which was introduced into — 
the Dacea and Chittagong Divisions from the Ist April 1913, was the only 
system in foree in this Presidency during the year under report. 

16. Gonsumption.—The toval consumption of country spirit in the Presi- 
dency amounted to 823,063 gallons L.P. If the figures for the Chittagong 
Division are excluded for purposes of comparison, since the consumption 
in 1912-13 under the outstill system cannot be ascertained, the consumption 
was 805,893 proof gallons against 850,597 proof gallons in the previous year, 
adecrease of 44,704 proof gallons. This decrease was, however, neither 
universal throughout the Presidenéy nor uniform in the different districts 

© in whiclit occurred. It would not, moreover, be safe to assume that the 

consumption of spirituous liquor decreased to anything like the same extent 
as the consumption of country spirit. Although accurate statisties cannot 
be obtained, there is no doubt that the consumption of foreign liquor increased 








very considerably in Calcutta, Darjecling and the Dacca Division and to’ i 


some extent in several other districts. 

In the Burdwan Division the consumption of country spirit increased in 

every district except Birbhum. The increase was marked in Bankura (3,274 
gallons), Hooghly (2,489 gallons), Burdwan (2,497 gallons) and Midnapore 
(1,582 gallons). In Bankura and Midnapore the greater part of the increase 

took place in the old outstill area and was largely due to an improvement in 

the condition of the labouring classes, who are the principal consumers, 
owing to a rise of wages. In the former district the much greater 
measure of success attained by the preventive staff in dealing with 

illicit distillation contributed to this result. There was also a. fairl;

Many of the congested districts of Calcutta comprise some of the most 
dangerous fire risks it is possible to find, and I fear that, unless means are 

wovided for the rapid transmission of fire calls to the Fire Brigade, severe 
res will result. The only hope of saving many of the buildings in case 
fire is by the immediate attendance of the Fire Brigade. 

Several Government and other buildings are now in direct telephoni¢ 
communication with the Fire Brigade, and, on the advice of the Fire Brigade, 
many buildings in which the fire risk is abnormal are installing direct 
telephones and automatic alarms. 

13. Inspection Department.—Great progress has been made in 
inspecting extraordinary fire risks, and many schemes have been prepared for 
the better prevention of fire in same, but still much remains to be done, 
and it is hoped that this important department will be shortly increased in 
numbers. 3 

Regular and systematic inspections of warehouses licensed under. the- 
Licensed Warehouse and Fire Brigade Act (I of 1893) are carried, out, 
approximately 4,167 inspections having been made during the year. 

Four hundred and one applications for licenses and complaints referring 
to liconses have been investigated and reported upon. 

Three hundred and seventy prosecutions have been instituted under 
sections 14 and 19 of the Licensed Warehouse and Fire Brigade Act (I of 
1893), and have resulted in 309 persons being fined, the fines amounting in all 
to Rs. 2,123. Thirty-three persons were warned and discharged, 27 cases 
were withdrawn, and 1 remained pending at the end of the year. 

j The total number of licenses recommended under the Licensed Ware- 
house and Fire Brigade Act (I of 1893) during the year was 1,590, which’ 

figure includes 142 fresh licenses. One hundred and fifty-seven licenses were 

cancelled for non-payment of tax. 


The inferior construction of many of the buildings containing very # 
inflammable merchandise renders it imperative that more frequent inspections 
should be carried out, as experience has shown that in such buildings, if a 
fire is permitted to obtain a firm hold, the walls and roofs quickly collapse, 
making efficient fire-fighting both dangerous and less effective than it might 
otherwise have been. 

Many of the mills and presses, as a tesult of the reports of the Inspection 
Department, are now installing fire-fighting appliances, such as hydrant 
services, chemical machines, water and sand buckets, etc. ‘ 

Sprinkler systems have been found to be particularly useful in. jute: 
warehouses and other premises containing goods which permit fire, to 
spread rapidly, It is the endeavour of the Inspection Department to ineréase 
the number of Sprinkler systems. Automatic fire alarm systems are also 
frequently recommended, as owing to the very inferior class of watchmen 
employed in many of the mills and warehouses on many occasions there has 
been much delay in summoning the Fire Brigade ; in fact, in several cases 
sufficient time has elapsed for the roof and walls to collapse. specially in 
quickly-spreading fires, such as jute, ete. * 

‘The desirability of direct telephonic communication with the Fire Brigade 
is strongly urged, also the erection of party walls, fire doors and partitions, 
for limiting fire to as small a space as possible, protection of lift wells, 
windows, skylights, ete. 


Much attention has been paid to safeguarding the public and the Preven-, + 
tion of fire in theatres and places of public amusemeni, exhaustive schemes 
having been prepared which are now being carried out. On the recommenda- - 
tion of the Fire Brigade two places of public amusement have been closed,, 
but many premises still exist which are both dangerous and unfit for public 
performances. Unfortunately, omg to the limited authority given under the 
bye-laws regulating such premises adequate progress cannot be made. 


» 
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Cinematograph halls are rapidly increasing in number in Caleutta and — 
suburbs, and the risk tothe public both from fire and panic demands that 
suitable bye-laws should be framed and enforced. 

14. Firework licenses, ete.—One license was granted under section 
36, Act 1 of 1893, to let off fireworks, rockets, etc. Five licenses were 
cancelled and 9 persons were prosecuted, convicted and fined under Act 
1V of 1884 during the year under review. 

15. Reorganization—My report on the requirements of the Fire 
Department is still before Government. It is hoped that it will shortly be 
sanctioned and the Fire Brigade placed on a footing commensurate with the 
importance and wealth of Caleutta and suburbs. 

Under paragraph 8 I have remarked upon’the' difficulty of obtaining 
suitable men for the arduous work required: of them on the present scale of 
pay. Extra sub-stations are badly needed in the northern part of the town, 


“as owing to the distance to be travelled and the bad congestion of traffic in 


the narrow streets considerable time must elapse before the fire engines 
from the present stations can reach fires in this particular district, which 
eontains a very large number of most severe fire risks. Should a fire in the 
district mentioned be permitted to obtain a firm hold, the damage to life and 
property must be enormous, as much valuable merchandise is stored, and 
many of the houses are oceupied by as many as. i00 to 200 persons. 

16. General.—The Calcutta Fire Brigade protects the municipalities of 
Caloutta, Cossipur-Chitpore, Howrah, Garden Reach and Maniktala, and may 
attend fires outside the jurisdiction of these municipalities (but not exceeding 
a radius of 6 miles from the Central Fire Station), provided applianees can be 
spared, and on payment of a preseribed fee. Appendix XII gives the Govern- 
ment order relating to this and the form which has to be signed prior to the 
Fire Brigade leaving the jurisdictions:of the above municipalities. 

‘The actual area protected by the Calcutta Fire Brigade is just over 113 
Square miles, and the population included in same is about 14 million. # 

On 4th December the second annual sports and exhibitions given by the 
Caleutta Fire Brigade were held at Hastings House in the presence of His 
Excellency Lord Carmichael, Governor of Bengal, who took a keen interest in 
the work. 

Special precautions were taken for the protection of Government House 
from fire on the occasion of the visit of His Excellency the Viceroy. 

Attention must be called to the absence of water in many of the districts 
protected by the Brigade, specially Chitpore and Howrah, in which 
municipalities the majority of the jute mills and presses are situated. In 
both these municipalities the only water-supply available is that derived from 
tanks. Now that many of the tanks are being filled up on sanitary grounds, 
tbe matter urgently demands attention.

Operatii 
conducted in Bengal, Bihar and Orissa, the United Provinces, Ajmt 
Central Provinces and the Punjab. -The United Provinces, as usual, supplied 
the largest number of emigrants, 73°66 per cent. of the total number coming 
from these Provinces. 

4. The total number of emigrants registered was'9,171 as compared 
with 11,698 in the previous year. The decrease is due'to the smaller demand. 
One thousand one kundred and eight coolies were rejected as physically 
unfit, 230 deserted and 604 were released from their engagements. The 
casualties in the depéts from all causes amounted to 26°20 per cent. as 
against 19°24 per cent. in the previous year. ‘The increase may be due to 
Jess careful selection in the districts possibly on account of greater difficulty 
in obtaining suitable emigrants. Of the number actually embarked 3:83 
per cent. were returned emigrants, a reduction of ‘98 per cent. on the previous 
year. Surinam required and obtained the largest number of emigrants, 1,675 
going to the Dutch Colony, 1,240 to British Guiana and 1,188 to Trinidad. 

5. The sanitary arrangements. in the depéts continued satisfactory, 
though the percentages of sickness and mortality rose ‘07 and ‘12, respeo- 
tively. The increase in mortality was chiefly among infants. Cases of 
cerebro-spinal meningitis declined from 12 (with 10 deaths) in 1912 to 6 (with 
5 deaths) in the year under review. Orders have recently issued abolishing 
the experimental open-air hospital in the British Guiana emigration de 
and directing suspected cases to be sent to the Medical College Hospital 
for treatment. 

6. Three thousand five hundred and fifty-one emigrants left the Colonies 
during the year bringing with them savings aggregating Rs. 6,43,564, or an 
average of Rs. 181-3-9 per head, as compared with Rs. 194- 12-4 in 1912. 
On the other hand, no fewer than 2,174 emigrants or 61'22 per cent. of the” 
totalveturned with no savings. The average remittances from resident 
emigrants to” India shew little variation from ‘the figures’ of the prévious 
year, except in the case of Mauritius. where the average rose annas 2 
per head corresponding to an increase of over Rs. 82.000 in the value of the 
remittances. Natal’s remittances, amounting to nearly eleven lakhs, again far — 
exceed those from other Colonies, but, as observed in last year's Resolution,

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2, The number of emigrants of all classes-recruited in Bengal, Madras’ 
Bihar and “Orissa, the United Provinces, the Central Provinces and the 
adjoining Native States, who embarked at Goalundo during the year, was 
55,166, as compared with 53,253 in the preceding year. Of this number, 
which was the largest number recorded sinee the year 1909-10, 4,785 
wore recruited by liconsed contractors, 1,740 by garden sardars working 
under Chapter IV of the Act, and 40,461 by garden sardars working under 
the control of recognized associations. as against 3,291, 1,744, and 43,085 
respectively, in the previous year. Eight hundred and forty-two emigrants 
recruited by specially-employed garden sardars under section 90 of the Act 
were despatched during the year, as “against none in the previous year, 
while the number of emigrants alleged to have been recruited in Native 
States has again risen, the figures being 7,338 for the year under report 
‘and 5,133 for 1912-13 
3. As in the previous year, recruiting operations were conducted in this 
Province in the districts of Bankura, Burdwan, Birbhum, Midnapore and 
the 24-Parganas only. The total number of emigrants registered in these 
districts under Chapters III and IV of the Act was 864 and 595 respectively, 
as against 892 and 314 in the preceding year. 101 emigrants recruited 
by licensed contractors and 415 emigrants recruited by garden sardars 
working under Chapter IV of the Act were sent to the labour districts 
without being placed on any contract in the recruiting districts. The 
number of unindentured emigrants recruited by garden sardars accredited 
to the local agents of approved associations was 1,080, compared with 1,397 
in the year 1912-13. As in previous years the work of these local agents.

The 
licenses of two recruiters, the same number as in 1912-18, were cancelled.” Of 
the 1,089 garden sardars employed in this Presidency during the year, 109 
worked under the ordinary procedure of Chapter IV of the Act and 980 
under the control of approved associations, as against 52 and 975 respective 
in the previous year, The number of criminal cases in connection with 
recruitment was 24 only as compared with 36 in the preceding year.. The 
number of persons convicted was ten as against 25 in the year 1912-13. The 
reports shew that greater caution was displayed by registering officers and” 
that local officers were on the watch to prevent illicit recruitment. 

6. The depéts, places of accommodation, and rest-houses for emigrants. 
were duly inspeeted and kept'in proper sanitary condition, and the efficiency 
of the arrangements for the transport of emigrants was maintained. Among 
the 4,856 emigrants despatched by contractors to Goalundo, there was no- 
death during their journey to that station or on the steamer voyage. Among 
the sardari emigrants, of whom 43,075 arrived at Goalundo, two deaths were 
reported during their transit to that place and five deaths after their arrival 
there. Among the 44,040 emigrants despatched by steamer to -Assam 
14 died on the voyage, the death-rate having risen from ‘02 in the previous. 
year to 03 in the year under reyiew. Among the 46,929 emigrants reported 
to have passed through Chandpur only two deaths occurred. The figures. 
shew that the transport arrangements continued satisfactory. '.

TRADE FLUCTUATIONS. 


.. "THE following statistical tablés are intended to show the.trade of 
Qalcatta in selected articles during the months of April to August 1914 by all 
rou! te., by rail, road, river, canal and sea. The statisties have foen, 
compiled from returns furnished by the Collector of Customs, Caleutta,. 


Railway Audit Offices, Steamer Companies, the Commissioners for the Port:: 


‘of Calentta, the District Magistrates of the 24-Parganas and Howrah, and the 
Assistant Engineer, Calcutta Canals. 

As was to be expected, the total imports of food-grains into Calcutta in 
the five months of April to August 1914 show a considerable decrease over 
corresponding period of 1913 and 1912. The total imports of rice, wheat, 
wheat-flour, gram and pulse and other food-grains ‘were 14,000,000 maunds, 
as against 16,000,000 maunds and 24,000,000 maunds in the correspondini 
period of 1913 and 1912. Although trade in food-grains generally declined, 
trade in rice and wheat-flour showed an increase of 3,000,000 and 2,000,000 
maunds, respectively, in the live months of 1914. The imports of husked rice 
and paddy were 9,358,000 maunds, as against 6,539,000 maunds and 9,584,000 
maunds in the corresponding period of 1913 and 1912. The 24-Parganas 
supplied Caleutta with a little less than half of the total imports of rice from 
Bengal into Calcutta. {t will also be observed that the imports of rice and 
paddy into Calcntta from districts of Bengal was 3,000,000 maunds as 
compared with 5,000,000 maands from Burma. The total imports of wheat 


declined from 4,487,000 maunds in the five months of 1913 to 2,307,000 maunds * 


in the same period of 1914. 

There were also decreases in the imports of Indian cotton piece-goods, 
indigo, jute, rape and mustard, raw silk, sugar (refined and unrefined) and 
unmanufactured tobacco while the imports of coal and coke, raw cotton, 
cotton twist and yarn, gunny-bags, lac, linseed, tea and manufactured tobacco 
were imported into Calcutta in somewhat larger quantities. Of the 
Rs. 73;00,000 of Indian cotton piece-goods imported into Calcutta, Rs. 49,00,000 
game from Bombay, Rs. 11.00,000 from the district of Hooghly and 
Rs. 4,00,000 from the Central Provinces and Berar. About Rs. 28,00, worth 
of piece-goods were imported by the Bengal-Nagpur Railway and about the 
same amount, by the Eastern Bengal State Railway; whereas the imports 
by the East Indian Railway were a little over Rs. 4,00,000. 

Among the articles of import into Calcutta, jute, owing to war conditions, 
shows a very serious fall—an import of only 697,000 bales compared with 
1,268,000 and 1,319,000 bales in 1913 and 1912. Jute was imported chiefly 
from Dacca (140,000 bales) followed by Faridpur with 125,000 bales, 
Mymensingh with 94,000 bales, and 24-Parganas and Rangpur each with 
abont 59,000 bales. Nearly $9,000,000 gunny-bags were imported almost 
entirely from the districts of Hooghly and the 24-Parganas. The exports 
of the number of gunny-bags were 361,000,000, of which 326,000,000 went to 
foreign countries other than the United Kingdom, 15,000,000 to the United 
Kingdom, 11,000,000 to Burma and over 3,000,000 each to Bombay and Sind. 

ince the outbreak ofhostilities there has beena considerable decline in 
the exports of Leaman. sea. In the five months of April to Angust 1912, 
the exports of rice amou to 8,142,000 maunds, wheat to 2,937,000 maunds, 

and pulse 3,232,000 maunds and other food-grains 3,738,000 maunds. 
i the corresponding period of 1914 the exports were: Rice 2,531,000 
maunds, wheat 73,000 maunds, gram and pulse 741,000 maunds and other 
food-grains 69,000 maunds. In other words, for the five months of 1914 
the total exports of food-grains were 3,622,000 maunds, as against 9,423,000 
and 18,296,000 maunds in 1913 and 1912.

Third Forecast of the Cotton Crops of Bengal, 
1914-15. 
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Character of the, season.—Cotton is cultivated only in the districts of 
Bankura, Midnapore, the Chittagong Hill Tracts and in the State of Hill 
Tippera. The weather conditions of the early variety were very favourable 
especially in the most important district of the Chittagong Hill Tracts. A 
good crop has been reaped this year. Late cotton is grown in Bankura and 
Midnapore. The condition of the erop is seported to be fairly good so far. 

Area sown.—The total area sown with the early crop is. estimated at 
89,460 acres, against 84,873 acres of last year (now revised) and against the 
unrovised estimate of 49,098 acres reported at the corresponding period of 
last year. The area sown with late cotton is reported to be 1,900 acres 
against the same area reported last year. 

Outturn.—The estimated outturn of éarly cotton works out to 33,821 
bales, against 23,000 bales last year (now revised) and against the unrevised 
estimate of 19,065 bales reported at the corresponding period of last year. 
The outturn of late cotton amounted to 1,158 bales against the same estimate 
reported last year,

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Second forecast of winter rice crop of Bengal 1914-15. 
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Character of the season.—In April and May the rainfall was in excess 
of the normal; but the season was generally favourable for the sesd-beds 
and the sowing of broadeasted paddy. The weather in June was exceedingly 
dry and this affected the growth of the young plants to some extent. Their 
condition, was, however, improved by timely rainfall in July. In some dis* 
trists, Sspecially those in the Rajshahi Division, the rainfall was defective 
during the latter part of the month, and transplantation was a little late in 
eotsequence. ‘The rainfall jn August and September, though still in defect 
in most of the districts, was not unfavourable to the crop, although more 
rain would have benefited the crop greatly. ‘There was very little rainfall in 
‘October and the offect of the drought had a very injurious effeet on the 
paddy.on high-lands ; the low-land crop also suffered to some extent. On 
the ‘whole the character of the weather may be considered as unfavourable. 
The crop is so far reported to be doing well only in the irrigated tracts and 
in the low-lying parts of some of the eastern districts which are subject to 
arinual innundations. 

Acreage.— According to the figures furnished by the District Officers, 
the area sown this year is 15,074,500 acres, against, 14,539,600 acres of last 
wear, or an increase of 534,900 acres. The increase is chiefly due to timely 
‘rainfall during the early part of the season. The normal area under the crop 
is returned as 16,316,400 acres. 

- Qutturn.—F rom the summary of the district returns appended it will be 
seen that only one district; wz., Faridpur, reports a normal crop; five 
districts, viz., Khulna, Pabna. Mymensingh, Bakarganj and Noakhali report 
& crop between 90. and 99 per cent. ; nine districts between 80 and 89 per 
cent. ; five districts between 70 and 79 per cent. ; four districts between 60 
and 69 per cent. ; two districts between 50 and 59 per cent.; while Malda 
returns as low as 45 per cent, The low outturn in these districts is chiefly 
attributed to the drought prevailing since the latter part of September. 
According to the District Officers’ estimates the provincial outturn works out 
to 81 per cent. as compared with 92 per cent. of last year. On the basis of 
the normal yield of 12 maunds of clean grain per acre the provincial outturn, 
as worked ont from District Officers’ estimates, is 107,650,400 cwts. against 
117,931,000 ewts. of last year.

Character of the season.—The rainfall in February was generally above 
the normal, while in March the fall was slightly in defect. e rainfall in 
April and May was too heavy in some parts and was not therefore entirely 
favourable to the sowings and growth of the crops. The insufficient rainfall 
in June also adversely affected the crops, but the rainfall in July improved - 
their prospects, although there was a certain amount of injury from insect- 

sts. The crops usually recovered later in spite of the defective rainfall 
m the next two months. The season on the whole was not favourable’ to 
the growth of the crops. 

Acreage.—The total area sown this year with the different bhadot crops 
is reported to be 6,075,700 acres, against 6,102,900 acres of last year. Of 
this area, 4,990,200 acres are reported to be under autumn (aus) rice this 
year, against 1,992,100 acres last year. ; 

Outturn—From the appendix attached to the report it will be seen that 
only Birbhum reports an average outturn. Jessore, Pabna, Bankura, Khulna, 
Birbhum and Malda report a orop between 90 to 99 per cent. ; Midnapore, 
Faridpur, Bakarganj, Dacca, Murshidabad, the 24-Parganas, Nadia, Rangpur 
and Hooghly between 80 to 86 per cent.; Howrah, Darjeeling, Dinajpur, 
Rajshahi, Mymensingh, Noakhali. Jalpaiguri, Chittagong and Tippera report 
between 65 to 75 per cent. Bogra and the Chittagong Hill Tracts report 
a crop as low as 50 per cent., being due to want of rain at sowing time and 
to unfavourable weather conditions afterwards. 

According to the final estimates of the District officers the outturn of 
the different bhadot crops for the Province as a whole works out to 78 per 
@ent., against an outturn of 74 per cent. of last year. ‘2 

Taking 79 per cent. as the outturn of aus paddy this year, the gross 
yield for the Province, on the basis of a normal yield of 10 maunds of clean 

rain per acre, is estimated at 28,963,500 owts., against 27,507,500 ewts. of 
last year, or an increase of about 5 per cent. ‘

‘7. The Imperial grants available for capital expenditure on primary 
education were utilized in the establishment of model primary schools, schools 
in backward areas and improved guru-training schools, and in providi 
equipment and new buildings for aided schools. The recurring grant 
_ Rs. 6,00,000, sanctioned in 1912-13, has been allotted for the purpose of — 
ing the salaries of trained teachers by Rs. 3 and untrained teachers 
by Re. 1 and for the maintenance of model schools’ built up to the close of 
1912-18. The balance of this grant, amounting to Rs. 56,000, was spent on 

the improvement of aided schools and equipment. 

8. The David Hare and Dacea ‘raining Colleges turned ont 48 
Bachelors of Teaching, while 1% students of the Dacca College passed the L.'T, 
examination. This number falls far short of the requirements of the 
Provinee, and the problem of providing further accommodation for students 
of Teaching is at present under the consideration of the Director of Public 
Instruction, The supply of trained vernacular teachers for secondary schools 
-and guru-training schools has been extremely costly. Out of 467 students 
at training schools, only 74 passed, the total cost to Government being 
Rs. 85,938. Some progress has, however. been made, The superior statf 
of secondary training colleges has been improved, the system of vernacular 
training has been overhauled as a preliminary to its improvement, and 
funds have been provided for raising tho salaries of training instructors 
and of trained teachers. 

9. The works of some old students of the School of Art, Caleutta, 
were exhibited in London and Paris at exhibitions of oriental painting. They 
were given prominent positions and attracted some favourable attention in 
artistic circles. 

- 10. A committee was appointed by Government in October 1913 16 
advise on the scope and location of a school of mines for Bengal and Bihar 
and Orissa. The committee discussed thoroughly the whole problem of 
_ mining education in the coalfields and submitted a report containing recom- 
mendations as to the establishment of a school of mines and the development 
- of the existing system of evening classes. This report is at present under 
consideration. .

TRADE FLUCTUATIONS. 


_. Tur following statistical tables are inteuded to show the trade of 
Calcutta in selected articles during the months of April to September 1914 by 
all routes, i., by rail, road, river, canal and sea. The statistics have been 
eompiled from returns furnished by the Collector of Customs, Calcutta, 
Railway Audit Offices, Steamer Companies, the Commissioners for the Port 
of Calcutta, the District Magistrates of the 24-Parganas and Howrah, and the 
Aneiniant Engineer, Calcutta Canals, 

‘able I summarises briefly the imports into and exports from Oaleutta 
of staples during the month of September 1914 as against the corresponding 
period of 1913. 

Tables II—VII give in, detail the imports into and exports from 
Calcutta for the six months ending September 1914. f 
The total imperts into Calcutta in the six months of April to September 
1914 of rice, wheat, wheat-flour, gram and pulse and other food-grains were 
16,00,000 maunds, as against 20,000,000 maunds and 27,000,000 maunds in the 
corresponding period of 1913. But although trade in food-grains generally 
declined, the imports of rice and wheéat-flour showed an increase of about 
2,000,000 and. 40,000 maunds, respectively, in the six months of 1914 as 
‘ pared with the corresponding six months of 1913. The imports of 
husked.rice and paddy were 10,867.000 maunds, as against 9,091,000 maunds 
in the corresponding period of 1913. The district of 24-Parganas supplied 
Calentta with « little less than half of the total imports of rice received from 
Bengal. {t will also be observed that Burma sent 6,500,000 maunds of rice 
and paddy into Calcutta as against 4,000,000 maunds received from the 
interior of Bengal. The total imports of wheat declined from 4,747,000 
maundsin the six months of 1913 to 2,400,000 maunds in the same period of 
1914. 

There were also decreases in the imports of Indian cotton piece-goods, 
indigo, jute, rape and mustard, raw silk, sugar (refined and unrefined) and 
unmanifactured tobacco while the imports of coal and coke, raw cotton, 
cotton twist and yarn, gunny-bags, lac, linseed, tea and manufactured tobacco 
were imported into Calcutta in somewhat larger quantities. Of the 
Rs. 88,00,000 of Indian cotton piece-goods imported into Calcutta, Rs.57,00,000 
came from Bombay, Rs. 12,00,000 fro the district of Hooghly and 
Rs, 8,00,000 from the Central Provinces and Berar, More than Rs. 36, 
wort! piece-goods were imported vid the Bengal-Nagpur Railway and 
about Rs. 32,00,000, vid the Eastern Bengal State Railway. 

Among the articles. of import jute, owing to war conditions shows a 
very serious fall—only 1,176,000 bales were imported into Calcutta in the six 

nths of April to September 1914, as compared with 2,227,000 bales in’1918. 

site ‘was received chiefly from Faridpur (260,000 bales), followed by Dacca 
(194,000 bales), Mymensingh (146,000 bales), 24-Parganas (99,000 Bales) and 
~ Rangpur (96,000 bales). Over 117,000,000 gunny-bags were \ imported 
.almost entirely from the districts of Hooghly and the 24-Parganas. The 
‘ exports of the number of gunnyebags were 428,000,000, of which 889,000,000 
went to foreign countries—19,000,000 to the United Kingdom, 11,000,000 to 
Burma, 4,000,000 to Bombay and 3,000,000 to Sind. | 
There has likewise been a decline in the exports of food-grains by sea, 
In the six months of April to September 1915, the exports of rice amounted 
to 4,589,000 maunds, wheat to 2,036,000 maunds, gram and, pulse 2,210,000 
mannds and other food-grains 1,341,000 maunds. In. the Conresn Ona 
period of 1914 the exports were: Rice 2,822,000 maunds, wheat 81 
maunds, gram and pluse 788,000 maunds and other food-; 78,000, 
maunds. In other words, for the six months of 1914 the total exforts of 
food-grains were 4,007,000 maunds, as against 10,493,000 maunds in 1913.

This culpable tolerance of the 
Royal Servian Government had not 
ceased at the moment when the 
events of the 28th June last proved 
its fatal consequences to the whale 
world. 

Tt results from the depositions and 
confessions of the criminal perpetra- 
tors of the outrage of the 28th June 
that the Serajevo assassinations 
were planned in Belgrade, that the 
arms and explosives with which the 
murderers were provided had been 
given to them by Servian olficers 
and funetionaries belonging to the 
Narodna Odbrana, and finally, that 
the passage into Bosnia of the 
crimimals and their arms was 
nised and effected by the chiefs of 
the Servian frontier service. 

The above-mentioned results of 
the magisterial investigation do not 
permit the Austro-Hungarian Gov- 
ernment to pursue any longer the 
attitude of expectant forbearance 
which it has maintained for years 
in face of the machinations hatched 
in Belgrade, and thence propagated 
in the territories of the Monarehy. 
The results, on the contrary, impose « 
on it the duty of putting an end to 
the intrigues which form a perpetual 
menace to the tranquillity of the 
Monarchy. 

To achieve this end the Imperial 
and Royal Government sees itself 
compelled to demand from the Royal 


*Servian Government a formal assu- 


rance eis condemns this aid 

ropaganda against the Monarehy ; 
e other words, the whole series 
of tendencies, the ultimate aim 
of which is to detach from the 
Monarchy territories belonging to it, _ 
and that it undertakes .to suppress 
by every means this criminal and 
terrorist propaganda. 

In order to give a formal character 
to this undertaking the Royal Servian 
Government shall publish on the 
front page of its “ Official Journal”

In the presence of these doit to 
which Austria-Hungary haa’ heer 
exposed for years, the Servian 
Government has not thought it in- 
cumbent on it to take the slightest 
step. The Servian Government has 
thus failed in the duty imposed on it 
by the solemn declaration of the 31st 
March, 1909, and acted in opposition 
to the will of Europe and the under= 
taking given to Austria-Hungary. 


The patience of the Imperial and 
Royal Government in the face of the 
provocative attitude of Servia was 
inspired by the territorial disinterest- 
edness of the Austro-Hungarian 
Monarchy and the hope that the 
Servian Government would end in 
spite of everything by appreciating 
Austria-Hungary’s friendship. at its 
true value. By observing a bene- 
yolent attitude towards the political 
interests of Servia, the Imperial and 
Royal Government hoped that the 
kingdom would finally decide to 
follow an analogous ‘line of conduct 
on’ its own side, In particular 
Austria-Hungary expected a develop- 
ment of this kind in the political 
ideas of Servia, when, after the 
events of 1912, the Imperial and 
Royal Government, by its disinterest- 
ed ‘and ungrudging attitude, made 
such a considerable aggrandisement 
of Servia possible. 

The benevolence which Austria- 
Hungary showed towards the neigh- 
bouring State had no restraining 
effect on the proceedings of the 
kingdom, which continued to tolerate 
on its territory a propaganda of 
whieh the fatal consequences were 
demonstrated to the whole world on 
the 28th June last, when the Heir 
Presumptive to the Monarchy and 
his illustrious consort fell victims 
toa plot hatched at Belgrade. 

In the presence’ of this state of 
things the Imperial and’ Royal’ Gov- 
ernment, has felt compelled to take 
new and urgent steps at Belgrade 
with a view to inducing the Servian 
Government to stop the incendiary 
movement that is threatening the 
security and integrity of the Austro- 
Hungarian Monarchy. 

The Imperial and Royal Govern- 
ment is convinced that in taking this 
stop it will find itself in full agreement,

NOTE addressed to Servia, together with an explanation of the reasons 
leading up to it, has been communicated to me by Count Mensdorft. 

“In the ensuing conversatiow with his Excellency [ remarked that iv 
seemed to me a matter for great regret that a time-limit, and such a short 
one at that, had been insisted upon at this stage of the proceedings. ‘The 
murder of the Archduke and some of the circumstances respecting Servia 
quoted in the note aroused sympathy with Austria, as was but natural, but 
at the same time I had néyer before seen one State address to another inde- 
pendent State a document of so formidable a character. Demand No. 5 
would be hardly consistent with the maintenance of Servia’s independent 
sovereignty if it were to mean, as it seemed that it might, that Austria- 
Hungary was to be invested with a right to appoint officials who would have 
authority within the frontiers of Servia, A 

ak aided that I felt great apprension, and that [ should concern myself 
with the matter simply and solely from the point of view of the peace of 
Europe. The merits of the dispute between Austria and Seryia were not 
the concern of His Majesty's Government, and such comments as I had made 

~ above were not made in order to discuss’ those merits. 

I ended by saying that doubtless we should enter into an exchange of 
views with other Powers, and that I must await their views as to what 
could be done to mitigate the difiicylties of the situation. 

Count Mensdorff replied that the present situation might never have 
arisen if Servia had held out a hand after the murder of the Archduke ; Servia 
had, however, shown no sign of sympathy or help, though some weeks had 
already elapsed since the murder; a time-limit, said his Execllency, was 
essential, owing to the procrastination on Servia’s part. 

T said that if Servia had procrastinated in replying, a time-limit could 
have been introduced later ; but, as things now stood, the terms of the 

ian reply had been dictated by Austria, who had not been content, to 
limit herself to a demand for a reply within a limit of forty-eight hours from 
its presentation. .

The French Ambassador gave me to understand that France would 
fulfil all the obligations entailed by her alliance with Russia, if necessity 
arose, besides supporting Russia strongly in any diplomatic negotiations. 

1 said that 1 would telegraph a fall report to you of what their Excel- 
lencies had just said to me. Tent not, of course, speak in the name of 
His Majesty’s Government, but personally I saw no reason to expect any 
declaration of solidarity from His Majesty’s Government that would entail an 
unconditional engagement on -their- part--to-support~Russia-and-France by 
force of arms. Direct British interests in Servie were nil, and a war on 
behalf of that country would never be sanctioned by British public opinion. 
To this M. Sazonof replied that we must not forget that the general 
European question was involved, the Servian question being but a part of the 
former, and that Great Britain could not afford to eflace herself from the 
problems now at issue. 

In reply to these remarks I observed that I gathered from what he said 
that His Excellency was suggesting that Great Britain should join in making 
a communication to Austria to the effect*that active intervention by her in 
the internal affairs of Servia could not be tolerated. But supposing Austria 
nevertheless proceeded to embark on military measures against Servia in 
spite of our representations, was it the intention of the Russian Government 
forthwith to declare war on Austria? ‘ 

M. Sazonof said that he himself thought that Russian mobilisation 
would at any rate have to be carried out ; but a council of Ministers was being 
held this afternoon to consider the whole question. A further council would 
be held, probably to-morrow, at which the Emperor would preside, when a 
decision would be come to. 

I said that it seemed to me that the important point was to induce 
Austria to extend the time-limit, and that the first thing todo was to bring 
an influence to bear on Austria with that end in view ; French Ambassador, 
however, thought that either Austria had made up her mind to act at onee 
or that she was bluffing. Whichever it might be, our only chance of averting 
war was for us to adopt a firm and united attitude, He did not think there 
was time to carry out my suggestion. Thereupon I said that it seemed to 
me desirable that. we should know just how far Servia was prepared tego to 
meet the demands formulated by Austria in her note. M. Sa: “plied 
that he must first consult his colleagues on this point, but doubtless 
some of the Austrian demands could be accepted by Servia. . 

French Ainbassador and M. Sazonof both continued to press me for a 
declaration of complete solidarity of His Majesty’s Government with French 
and Russian Governments, and I, therefore. said that it seemed to me 

ossible that you might perhaps be willing to make strong representations to 
both German and Austrian Governments, urging upon them that an attack, 
upon Austria by Servia would endanger the whole peace of Europe. Perhaps 
you might see your way to saying to them that such action on the part of 
Austria would probably meati Russian intervention, which would involve 
France and Germany, and that it would-be difficult for Great Britain to keep 
out if the war were to become general.» M. Sazonof answered that we would 
sooner or later be dragged into war if it did break out; we should have 
rendered war more: likely if we did not from the outset: make common cause 
with his country and with France; at any rate, he hoped His Majesty's 
Government would express strong reprobation of action taken by Austria. 

President of French Republi¢ and President of the Council cannot reach 
France, on their return from Russia, for four or five days, and it looks as 
though Austria purposely chose this moment to present their ultimatum. 

It seems to me, from the language held by French Ambassador, that, 
even if we decline to doin them, France and Russia are determined to make a 
strong stand. x

‘Ausrerax Ambassador tried, in a long conservation which he had 
yesterday with the Minister for Foreign Affairs, to explain away objectionable 
features of the recent action taken by the Austro-Hungarian Government. 
Minister for Foreign Affairs pointed out that, although he perfectly understood 
Austria's motives, the ultimatum had been so Grafted that it could not 
possibly be accepted as a whole by the Servian Government. Although 
the demands were reasonable enough in some cases, others not only could 
not possibly be put into immediate execution seeing that they entailed 
revision of existing Seryian laws, but were, moreover, incompatible with 
Servia’s dignity as an independent State. It would be useloss for Russia 
to offer her good offices at Belgrade, in view of the fact that she was the 
object of such suspicion in Austria. Tn order, however, to put an end to the 
present tension, he thought that England and Italy might be willing to 
collaborate with Austria. The Austrian Ambassador undertook to communi- 
eate his Excellency’s remarks to his Government. 

On the Minister for Foreign Affairs questioning me, I told him that T 
had correctly defined the attitude of His Majesty’s Government in -m;

I added that you could not promise to do anything more, and that His 
Excellency was mistaken if-he—believed that the cause of peace could be 
promoted by our telling the German Government that they would have to 
deal with us as well as with Russia and France if they supported Austria 
by force of arms.

I recalled what German Government had said as to the gravity of the 
situation if the war could not. be localised, and observed, that if Germany 
assisted Austria against Russia it would be because, without any reference 
to the merits of the dispute, Germany could not afford to see Austria 
crushed. Just so other iesues might be raised that would supersede the 
dispute between Austria and Servia, and would bring other Powers in, and 
the war would be the biggest ever known ; but as long as Germany would 
work to keep the peace I would keep closely i in touch. I repeated that after 
the Servian reply it was at Vienna that some moderation must be urged.

-her subversive aims, tending towards continuous disorder in the Austri 
ec i ustrian 
frontier territories and their final disruption from the Austrian Monarehy. 
Very reluctantly, and against their wish, the Austrian Government were 
compelled to take more severe measures to enforce a fundamental change of 
the at le of enmity pursued up to now by Servia. As the British Govern- 
ment, w. the Austrian Government had for many years endeavoured to 
find a to.get on with their-turbulent neighbour, though this had-—-been 
made very difficult for them by the continuous provocations of Sorvia. The 
Serajevo murder had made clear to everyone what appalling consequences 
the Servian propaganda had already produced, and what a permanent threat 
to Austria it involved. We would understand that the Austrian Government 
must consider that the moment had arrived to obtain, by means of the 
Strongest pressure, guarantees for the definite suppression of the Servian 
aspirations and for the security of peace and order on the south-eastern 
frontier of Austria. As the peaceable means to this effect were exhausted, 
the Austrian Government must at last appeal to force. They had not taken 
this decision without reluctance. Their action, which had no sort of 
essiye tendency, could not be represented otherwise than as an act of 
self-defence. Also they thought that they would serve a European interest 
if they prevented Servia from being henceforth an element of general unrest 
such as she had been for the last ten years. The high sense of justice of 
the British tation and of British statesmen could not blame the Austrian 
Government if the latter defended by the eed what was theirs, and cleared 
_their.position—with-a-country whose hostile policy -had-foreed upon them 
for years measures so,costly as to have gravely injured Austrian national 
prosperity. Finally, the Austrian Goyernment, confiding in their amicable 
relations with us, felt’ that they could count on our sympathy in a fight 
that was forced on them, and on our assistance in localising the fight if 

necessary. 

ieee Mensdorff added on his own account that, as long as Seryia was 
confronted with Turkey, Austria never took very severe measures because 
of her adherence to the policy of the free development of the Balkan, States. 
Now that Servia had doubled her territory and population without any 
Austrian interference, the repression of Servian subversive aims was a 
matter of self-defence and self preservation on Austria’s part.

Z Wirn reference to my telegram of yesterday,* I saw the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs this afternoon and found him ‘very conciliatory and more 
optimistic. 

He would, he said, use all his influence at Belgrade to induce the Servian 
Government to go as far as possible in giving satisfaction to Austria, but her 
territorial, intogrity, must be guaranteed and her rights as a sovereign State 
respected, so that she should not beeome Austria’s vassal. He did not know 
whether Austria, would accept friendly exchange of views which he had 
proposed, bint, if she did, he wished to keep in close contact with’ the other 
Powers throughout the conversations that would ensue. 

He again referred to the fact that the obligations undertaken by Sorvia 
in 1908, alluded to in the Austrian ultimatum, were given to the Powers. 

Lasked if he had heard of your proposal with regard to conference of the 
four Powers, and on his replying in the affirmative, I told him confidentially 
of your instructions to me, and enquired whether instead of such a conference 
he would prefer a direct. exchange of views, which he had proposed. The 
German Ambassador, to whom | had just spoken, had expressed his personal 


opinion that a direct exchange of views would’ be more agreeable to Austria-— 


. Hungary. : 

His Excellency said he was perfectly ready to stand aside if the Powers 
accepted the proposal for a conference, but he trusted that you would keep 
in touch with the Russian Ambassador in the event of its taking place.

Te Russian Ambassador had to-day a long and oarnest conversation 
with Baron Macchio, the wepeiageet of State for Foreign Affairs, He 


told him that, having just come back from St. Petersburgh, he was well 
acquainted with the views of the Russian Government and the state of 
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Russian public opinion. He could assure him that if actual w; 
with Servia it would be impossible to localise it, for Russia was toe pec 
to give way again, as she had done on previous occasions, and especially 
during the annexation crisis of 1909. He earnestly hoped that somethin 
would be done before Servia was actually invaded. Baron Macchio ealiee 
that this would now be difficult, as a skirmish had already taken place on 
the Danube, in which the Servians had been the aggressors. The Russian 
Ambassador said that he would do all he could to keep the Servians quiet 
pending any discussions that might yet take place. and he told me that he 
would advise his Goyernment to induce the Servian Government to avoid any 
conflict as long as possible, and to fall back before an Austrian advance, 
Time so gained should suffice to enable a settlement to be reached. He had 
“past heard of a satisfactory conversation which the Russian Minister for 
oreign, Affairs had yesterday with the Austrian Ambassador at St, Peters- 
burgh. The former had agreed that much of the Austro-Hungarian. note to 
Servia had been perfectly reasonable, and in fact they had practically reached 
an understanding as to the guarantees which Servia might reasonably be 
asked to give to Austria-Hungary for her future good behaviour. The Russian 
Ambassador urged that the Austrian Ambassador at St. Petersburgh should 
be furnished with full powers to continue discussion with the Russian 
Minister-for Foreign Affairs, who was very willing to advise Servia to yield 
all that could be fairly asked of her as an mdependent power.

This, however, should not 
be regarded as a threat, but merely as the ‘adoption of military precautions 
similar to those which had been taken across the frontier, He said he had 
no objection to the Russian Minister for Foreign Affairs and the Austrian 
Ambassador at St. Petersburgh continuing their conversations, although he 
did not say that they could. be resumed .on the basis of the Servian reply, 

On the whole, the Russian Ambassador is not dissatisfied. He had 
begun to make his preparations for his departure on the strength of a rumour 
that Austria would declare war in reply to mobilisation. He now hopes that 
something may yet be done to prevent war with Austria.

Cuancetxor informs me that his efforts to preach peace and modera- 
tion at Vienna have been seriously handicapped by the Russian mobilisation 
against Austria. He has done everything possible to attain his object at 
Vienna, perhaps even rather more than was altogether palatable at the 
Ballplatz. He could not, however, leave his country defenceless while time 
was being utilized by other Powers ; and if, as he learns is the case, military 
measures are now being taken by Russia against Germany also, it would be 
impossible for him to remain quiet. He wished to tell me that it was quite 
possible that in a very short time, to-day porhaps, the German Government 
would take some very serious step ; he was, in fact, just on the point of going 
to have an audience with the Emperor.

It has occurred to me that, in the event of this mistrust prevent- 
ing a solution being found by Vienna and St. Petersburgh, Germany might 
sound Vienna, and I would undertake to sound St. Petersburgh, whether 
it would be possible for the four disinterested Powers to offer to Austria 
that they would undertake to see that she obtained full satisfaction of her 
demands on Servia, provided that they did not impair Servian sovereignty 

and the integrity of Servian territory. As Your Excellency is aware, Austria 

has already declared her willingness to respect them. Russia might be 
informed by the four Powers tltat they would undertake to prevent Austrian 
demands going the length of impairing Servian sovereignty and integrity. 
All Powers would of course suspend further military operations or prepara- 
tions. 

You may sound the Secretary of State about this proposal. 

I said to German Ambassador this morning that if Germany could get 
any reasonable proposal put forward which made it clear that Germany and

If therefore Austria and 
Russia were, as was evident, ready to discuss matters and Germany did mot 
desire war on ber own account, it seemed to me only logical that Germany 
should hold her hand and continue to work for a peaceful settlement. 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs said that Austria’s readiness to 
discuss was the resilj of German influence at Vienna, and, had not Russia 
mobilised inst Germany, all would have been well: But Russia by 
abstaining from answering Germany's demand that she should demobilise, 
had catised Germany to mobilise also. Russia had said that her mobilisation 
did not necessarily imply war, and that*she could perfectly well remain 
mobilised for months without making war. This was not the case with 
Germany. She had the speed and Russia had the numbers, and the safety of 
the German Empire forbade that Germany should allow Russia time to bring 
up masses of troops from all parts of her wide dominions. The situation now 
was that, though the Imperial Goyernment had allowed her several hours 
beyond the specified time, Russia had sent no answer, Germany had

The Emperor of Russia read his telegram to the German Emperor to the 
German Ambassador at the audience given to his Excellency yesterday. 
No progress. whateyer was made. 

In the evening M. Sazonof had an interview with the Austrian Ambas- 
sador who, not being definitely instructed by his Government, did his best 
to deflect. the conversation towards a general discussion of the relations 
between Austria-Hungary and Russia instead of keeping to the question 
of Servia. In reply the Minister for Foreign Affairs expressed his desire 
that these relations should remain friendly, and said that, taken in 
general, they were perfectly satisfactory ; but the real question which they 
had to solve at this. moment was whether Austria was to crush Servia 
and to reduce her to the status of a vassal, or whether she was to leave 
Servia a free and independent State. In these circumstances, while the 
Servian question was unsolved, the abstract discussion of the relations 
between Austria-Hungary, and Russia was a waste of time. The only 
place. where a successful discussion of this question could be expected was — 
London, and any such discussion was being made impossible by the action of 
Austria-Hungary in subjecting Belgrado, a virtually unfortified town, to 
bombardment. 

M, Sazonof informed the French Ambassador and myself this morning 
of his conversation with the Austrian Ambassador. He went on.to say that 
during the Balksn crisis he had made it clear to the Austrian Government 
that war with Russia must inevitably follow an Austrian attack on Servia: 
Tt was clear that Austrian domination of Servia was as intolerable for Russia 
as the dependence of the Netherlands on Germany would be to'Great Britain: 
Tt was, in fact, for Russia a question of life and death. The policy of Austria 
had throughout been both tortuous and immoral, and she thought that she 
could treat’ Russia with defiance, secure in the support of her German ally. 
Similarly, the policy of Germany had been an -equivocal and double-faced 
policy, and it mattered little whether the German Government knew or did 
not know the terms of the Austrian ultimatum ; what mattered was that her 
intervention with the Austrian Government. had -been postponed until the 
moment had passed when its influence would have been felt. Germany was 
unfortunate in her representatives in Vienna and St. Petersburgh; the 
former was a violent Russophcbe who had urged Austria on, the latter had 
reported to his Government that Russia would never goto war. M. Sazonof 
was completely weary of the ceaseless endeavours he had made to avoid a 
war. No suggestion held out to him had been refused. He had accepted 
the proposal for a conference of four, for mediation by Great Britain and * 
Italy. for direct conversation between Austria and Russia; but Germany 
and Austtia-Hungary had either rendered these attempts for peace ineffective 
by evasive replies or had refused them altogether. The action of the Austro- 
Hungarian Government and the German proparations had forced the Russian 
Government to order mobilisation, and the mobilisation of Germany hi 
created a desperate situation. { found 
. . M. Sazonof added that the formula, of which the text is contained in my 
telegram of 31st July,* had been forwarded by the Russian Government to 
Vienna, and he would adheve to it if you could obtain its acceptance befor 
the frontier was crossed by German troops.

at the conclusion of peace, threatening in case of refusal to treat Belgium as 
an enemy. An answer was requested within twelve hours. 

We also understand that Belgium has categorically refused this as a 
flagrant violation-of the law of nations. 

His Majesty's Government are bound to protest against this violation of 
a treaty to which Germany is a party in common with themselves, and must 
request anwassurance that the demand made upon Belgium will not be pro- 
ceeded with and that her neutrality will be respected by Germany, You 
should ‘ask for an immediate reply. g

I hinted to His Excelloncy as plainly as I coald that fear 
of consequences could, hardly’ be regarded as an excuse for breaking solemn 
engagements, but His Excellency was so excited, so evidently overcome by 
the news of ovr action, and so little disposed to hear reason that T*refrained 
from adding fuel to the flame by further argument. 

As I was leaving he said that, the blow of Great Britain joining 
Germany’s enemies was all the greater thatalmost up to the last mément 
she and his Goyernment had been working with us and supporting our cfforts: 
to maintain peace between Austria and Rugsia. I'said that this was part of 
the tragedy which saw the two nations fall apart jugt, at’ the moment wher 
the relations between them had been more friendly and cordial than they had 
been for-years. Unfortunately, notwithstanding: our. efforts to maintain peace 
between Russia and Austria, the war had spread and had brought us face’ 
to facé with a sittiation which, if we held to our engagements, we could not 
possibly avoid, and which unfortunately entailed our separation from our late 
fellow-workers.

After this somewhat painful interview I returned to.the Embassy and 
drew up a-telegraphic report of what had. passed... This telegram was

At about 9-30 pat. Herr von Zimmermann, the Under-Secretary of 
State, came to see me.

No. 1669-W.—In exorcise of the powers conferred by section 19 of 
the Sea Customs Act. 1878 (VIII of 1878), as amended by Act XI} of 1914, 
the Governor-General in Council is pleased to prohibit the bringing by sea or 
land into British India-of all goods from Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
Holland, Switzerland and Italy, unless Certificates of origin in the form 
preseribed in the annexed Schedule are presented to the Customs Collector 
*_ at the port of import in respect of such goods, wares or merchandise : 
Provided that nothing in this notification shall apply to :— 
(a) Goods imported under a general of special licence granted by the 
Governor-General in pursuance of the Trading with the Enemy 
Proclamation No. 2 as amended by the Proclamation of the 
8th October 1914 ; 
(b) Goods shipped for India on or before the 2ist December 1914; 
(c) Imports of food-stuffs, timber of any kind including pit-props, straw 
board, wood-pulp, iron ore, granite, tar or calcium carbide ; and 
(d) Imports of individual consignments not exceeding £25 in value. 


Provided-also that the Collector of Customs may, at his discretion and if 
he sees no reason for suspecting that the goods have emanated from an enemy 
country, allow delivery of any goods, wares or merchandise imported from the 
above wentioned countries. even if,unaccompanied by Certificates of Origin
